Headquarters Detachment. 


The Headquarters Detachment (18 
men) consists of: 

(a). A first sergeant; a stable (guidon) 
sergeant, who carries ‘the troop guidon;

marching, in campaign or when so ordered, 
as shown in plate I. 

(b). A mess sergeant; three cooks; 
three horseshoers; a saddler, designated 
as the “rear echelon,” and marching usual- 
ly with the machine rifle platoon, or in 
rear of it when in route column. With 
this rear echelon are the five led horses 
(extra mounts of the officers), and the 
three pack horses (see tail of the “route 
column,” plate I).

detached to contain the French troops in 
Cilicia; some fighting took place between 
the two forces, the outcome of which, 
while indecisive, was generally unsatis- 
factory ,te, the French. 

The first engagement on a large scale 
between the Greeks and the Turks took 
place ‘in«March, 1921, following the re- 
storation of Constantine as King of 
Greece. On March 20, Constantine is- 
sued a decree calling to the colors the 
classes. of. 1918, 1914 and 1915; 45,000 
men responded to the call. At this time, 
there were in addition 120,000 Greek 
troops in Asia Minor opposed to 60,000 
Turkish Nationalists. Twenty-five thou- 
sand Turks were on the Cilician front 
confronting the French forces. 

On March 23, the Greeks launched an 
cfiensive against the Eskishehr-Afium 
Karahissar front. The Greek forces were 
organized into one army of three corps 
(total nine divisions). Three divisions 
(40,000 men) were assigned to the north- 
ern front directed against Eskishehr and 
based on  Brussa (supplied from Mu- 
dania) ; four divisions (55,000 men) were 
disposed on the southern front directed 
against Afium Karahissar and based on 
Ushak (supplied from Smyrna) ; two divi- 
sions (25,000 men) were held in general 
reserve. The objective of the attack was 
the Eskishehr-Afium Karahissar railway, 
the capture of which would force a with- 
drawal of the Turkish forces in divergent 
direetions, give the Greek forces interior 
lines for their subsequent operations as 
opposed to the. exterior lines of Turks, 
and unify the Greek lins of communica- 
ticns through the possession of a railroad 
line paralleling their entire front and con- 
necting the front with a single base at 
Smyrna. An attack was, moreover, dic- 
tated by the necessity of anticipating a 
‘lurkish offensive made possible by the 
release of 25,000 Turkish troops on the 
Cilician front as the result of a treaty 
negotiated between the French and Turk- 
ish Nationalists on March 11. 

On March 24, the Greeks initiated an 
advance in the Ushak sector which car- 
ried them to a point thirty kilometers east 
of Ushak; the Turks retired from their 
front toward Toulu Bounar. On March 
28, the Greeks captured Afium Karahissar 
with a considerable number of prisoners 
and gung; the Turks retired toward Ku- 
teia and Konia closely pursued by the 
Greeks. 


The Battle ef Avghin-Kovalidja. 


On the Brussa front, the Greek attack 
was less fortunate. On March 23, the 
Greek treops attacked the Turkish out- 
posts and formed up on. the Hassan 
Pacha-Yenishehr line as their line of de- 
purture. Taking up the advance, they 
successively occupied the fvllowing posi- 
tions: 

March 24, the Gumush Dero-Biled- 
jik line.

In this advance, in which the Greeks 
had succeeded in placing themselves astride 
the Bagdad railway and were developing 
® maneuver that threatened to envelop 
their principal objective, Eskishehr, the 
Turks had offered only a rear-guard op- 
position. On March 27, however, the 
Greek advance developed the Turks in a 
strongly intrenched position on the line 
Avghin-Kovalidja.. In attacks delivered 
on this position from that date until the 
end of March, the Greeks made little prog- 
ress except on the left flank, where they 
captured the heights of Kovalidja. Finally 
the 11th Greek Division which had, prior 
to the opening of the campaign, been held 
8t the disposal of the Allied High Com- 
riussion at Ismid, and had at the begin- 
ning of the campaign captured the town 
of Ada Bazar, arrived on the Greek left 
flank and succeeded in occupying the town 
of Avghin and adyanced ten kilometers to 
the south. 

_This stage of operations found the Greek 
division exhausted by continuous attacks, 
Without ammunition, and deficiently sup- 
There were no reliefs to take the 
place of the exhausted units. 

Under these conditions, the ‘Turks 
leunched a strong counter-attack sup- 
borted by a heavy artillery fire.- The 
Greek left wing was outflanked and aban- 
doned Avghin, exposing the center, which 
yielded, thus forcing the right wing to fall 
back. After a continuous retreat in ap- 
Parent good order, the Greeks had, on 
April 5, returned to their original depart- 
ture position in front of Brussa.

INCE this article was written, a few days ago, the military situation in Asia Minor 
has become more acute. The action of Greece in threatening to march on Con- 
stantinopie and in proclaiming autonomy for Smyrna and its hinterland again has 

forced the Near Eastern problem to the front in diplomatic circles. Late dispatches 
from Constantinopld@ state that British troops are being moved to the Tchatalja line to 
re-enforce French troops already there, in order to prevent Greek troops from moving 
out of Thrace on Constantinople or attempting to cross into Asia Minor to re-enforce 








Brussa sector had a two-fold effect on the 
situation of. Greek troops in the Ushak 
sector; it exposed their left flank to en- 
velopment from the direction of Kutaia; 
and it released large numbers of Turkish 
units defending Eskishehr for employment 
in a counter-offensive in the southern sec- 
tor. The Turks took prompt advantage of 
this situation and commenced to concen- 
trate strong forces in the salient at Ku- 
taia. Under the menace of an enveloping 
movement that threatened to cut them off 
from their base at Ushak, the Greek forces 
in Afium-Karahissar, on April 6, evacu- 
ated that city and withdrew on Ushak. 

This Greek reverse was followed by a 
lull in the fighting in Asia Minor, lasting 
until midsummer of 1921. The Greeks 
utilized this period to reconstitute their 
fcrees, bring up re-inforcements, and 
above all greatly strengthen the organiza- 
tion of their services of the rear, the fail- 
ure of which had been one of the prin- 
cipal causes of their defeat. 


The Battle of Kutaia. 


The March operations had, moreover, 
demonstrated the decisive importance of 
Kutaia’as a keypoint in the Turkish posi- 
tion.. This point, forming a salient in the 
Turkish line, offered a continuous threat 
agaiast the communications of any force 
advancing against either Eskishehr or 
Afium. Karahissar. Accordingly; in the 
plans for the resumption of the offensive, 
Kutaia became the principal initial ob- 
jective. A junction of the forces stationed 
in the Brussa sector with those in front 
of Ushak was to be effected by a concen- 
tric operation directed against Kutaia. 

As reorganized during this period of 
stabilization, the Greek army comprised 
three corps of two divisions, a separate 
(northern) group of two divisions, and 
three divisions and a cavalry brigade un- 
der direct orders of the army in addition 
to the army troops; in numbers 150, 
men, 271 guns, vnd 29 airplanes. The 
Turkish force consisted of fifteen infantry 
divisions and three cavalry divisions organ- 
ized into five groups of three divisions 
each, with a total combatant strength of 
80,000 nién and 140 guns. 

On July 8, the 9th Greek division ad- 
vanced from Ushak via Gediz on Kutaia 
and the 11th and 3d Divisions advanced 
from their positions in front of Brussa 
en Ineunu. On the same date, the 3d 
Corps, which had been moved with great 
secrecy to the southwest of Brussa, com- 
meneed to move on Kutaia by mountain 
irails; the 1st and 2d Corps from Ushak 
to Toulu Bounar. On July 10, thé two 
latter corps moved north having as their 
objective the left flank of the Turkish posi- 
tion at Kutaia which they were to take by 
envelopment; the 3d Corps from Brussa 
was to turn the right flank. On the same 
dete, the 12th and 4th Divisions advanced 
against Afium Karahissar which they cap- 
tured with only slight opposition on July 
%: the 4th Division occupied the town, 
and the 12th moved to the north along the 
railway. 

On July 15, the Ist and 2d Corps as- 
sailed the left flank of the Turkish posi- 
tion at Kutaia; one division succeeded in 
enveloping the flank and securing a foot- 
hold in a commanding position in the rear 
of the Turkish lines. On the same day, 
the 3d Corps, arriving from Brussa, cap- 
tyred ‘the positions on the Turkish right 
and progressed ir the direction of Kutaia. 
The divisions in front did not push home 
their attack. On July 16, the Turk, find- 
ing himself enveloped on both flanks, de- 
cided to withdraw and commenced to re- 
tire on Eskishehr, which he reached in 
good order and without serious losses. 

As soon as it was seen that the Turkish 
line had been turned, the 2d Corps changed 
direction (July 17) and marched against 
Seidi Ghazi. 

The Battle of Eskishehr. 


The Greeks closely followed the Turkish 
columns in their retreat on Eskishehr 
which. they found undefended and which 
they occupied July 19. Advancing to the 
east of that city, they encountered the 
‘urks in an entrenched position. From 
this position, on July 21, the Turkish 
forces launched a strong counter-offensive 


against the Greek lines with a view to 
cutting off the units on the Greek left 
frem their communications with Brussa, 
end to piercing the center, thus cutting 
the communications with Ushak, As the 
Gieeks had themselves deployed with a 
view to attacking the Turkish position, 
the Turkish attack found them prepared 
to receive it. The Greeks checked the. at- 
tack and then themselves took the offen- 
s:ve, completely routing the Turkish 
forces, which fled from the field in _all 
directions. and in great disorder. The 
Greek columns followed in close pursuit 
throughout the night, July 21-22, and by 
morning had advanced their lines about 
twenty kilometers and on the following 
day pushed forward to a position which 
they aimed to hold for the defense of the 
Biledjik-Eskishehr-Afium Karahissar line. 
This marked the conclusion of the first 
phase of the advance. 

As a result of these operations the 
Greeks held a line commencing at Gemlik 
or the Sea of Marmora and extending via 
Lake Isnik Guel, Bilejik, heights east of 
the railroad, crest of Boz Dagh, Ujuz 
Tepe, heights forty kilometers east of Seidi 
Ghazi to Afium Karahissar. 


The Battle of the Sakaria. 


The Greeks were now faced with the ne- 
cessity of reaching a decision as to whether 
ihey would hold the position reached cov- 
ering the railroad or press on to Angora 
in order to place the Turks completely 
hors de combat. They decided in favor of 
the latter course of action. 

The plan of operations ccntemplated a 
general advance in the region between the 
Pursak and Seidi rivers directed toward 
the south-north branch of the Sakaria 
river, west of Polatli. In case no organ- 
ized resistance was encountered in this 
region, the main body of the army was to 
he shifted by the flank to the south of the 
Seidi river and formed up for a flank at- 
tack against the Turkish position behind 
the Sakaria, Geuk, and Katrandji rivers 
which it was considered would be des- 
perately defended. An advance against 
the right flank of this position was re- 
jected on ‘account of the mountainous 
character and poor communications of the 
terrain ‘to the north of the Pursak; the 
steep scarps of the Sakaria caused that 
frent to be excluded as the principal sec- 
tor of attack. 

The several units took up their depart- 
ure positions on Aug. 12 and 13 prepara-. 
tery to the advance as follows: 


The 2d Corps in the region of Seidi- 
Gazi; the. 1st Corps on the left of the 
2d; the 3d. Corps with two of its divi- 
sions from the left of the Ist to the 
Pursak river and 3d Division to the 
north of that river; the 9th Division 
near Afium Karahissar with orders to 
move on Azizie. 


On Aug. 14, the 2d, ist and 3d Corps 
(except 3d Division) moved out in a gen- 
erally eastern direction. The 3d Division 
advanced against hostile forces located in 
the vicinity of Mihalitzo, and covered the 
left flank of the moyement. The 9th Di- 
vision moved along the Sakaria, covering 
the right flank against any possible inter- 
ference from two ‘Turkish divisions en 
route from Cilicia to join the main Turk- 
ish forces, 

On Aug. 17, the movement toward the 
east had been completed, and units com- 
menced the lateral displacement contem- 
plated in the plan. By Aug. 21, the entire 
army, except the 7th Division, which de- 
ployed along the south-north branch of the 
Sakaria as a frontal containing force, had 
deployed south of the Seidi river facing 
northeast and paralleling the Turkish posi- 
ticns which extended along the Geuk and 
Katrandji rivers. The terrain in this 
region was for the most part in the salt 
desert, difficulties of supply were very 
great, and the troops suffered great hard-

A proposal for submitting a proposition 
te purchase 300 shares in the Congres- 
sienal Country Club was flatly rejected at 
&@ meeting of the resident members of the 


Army and Navy Club, Washington, Aug. 1. | 


It was the largest special meeting ever 
held by the club and those attending over- 
whelmingly supported the action of the 
directors in reporting against the scheme. 

Some time ago the proposal was re 
jected by the Board of Governors. A pe- 
tition was circulated for a meeting of the 
resident members for the purpose of cdén- 
sidering the arrangement. It came up in 
the form of a resolution under which the 
proposition would be submitted to a vote 
of the entire membership. 

A lengthy and at times animated de- 
bate took place before the resolution was 
submitted to a vote of the members pres- 
ent. 

Those opposed to the scheme attacked 
the soundness of the financial features of 
the proposition. It was insisted that it 
was an expensive luxury which the Army 
and Navy Club could not afford. The 
claim was made that the Congressional 
Country Club is not fully financed. The 
proposal, it was urged, amounted to a sub- 
scription of $60,000 to assist in financing 
a project over which the members of the 
Army and Navy Cluh would exercise no 
control. 

Another argument that was made 
against the proposition was that it would 
necessitate a loan of $60,000 with which 
to purchase Congressional Country Club 
stock. For this the club was to receive 
only 300 memberships, which it was in- 
sisted would be available for resident 
members only. It is argued that such an 
arrangement would be unfair to non-resi- 
dent members. Especially is this true, it 
was stated, as five-sixths of the club mem- 
bers live outside of Washington and the 
District of Columbia. Members were fur- 
ther urged to vote down the resolution as 
it would cost about $600 to get the vote 
of the club membership on the proposi- 
tion. 

The issue also developed into the ques- 
tion as to whether the Board of Govern- 
ors was to be sustained in its action. It 
was claimed that the board had made a 
thorough investigation of the merits of 
the question and that it should be sus- 
tained. It was sustained, emphatically. 


REDISTRIBUTION OF ENGINEER 
CORPS DUE TO CUT IN ARMY. 
The Corps of Engineers, which has 
never been large with the possible excep- 
tion of the recent war, when all branches 
were expanded, has had its activities re- 
stricted due to the reduction of the Army 


to 125,000 enlisted men. Under the re- 
organization the total enlisted strength of 
the corps will be 5,020 men. Several En- 
gineer units will be ‘placed on the inactive 
list because of this reduction. The redis- 
tribution of Engineer troops resulting 
from the recent appropriation bill and 
the accompanying reduction in personnel 
contemplates the following:

The total enlisted strength of the Corps 
of Engineers under this schedule will be 
5,020 men.

In addition to 
the above the nine Engineer training com- 
panies -will be demobilized. 


QUARTERMASTERS TO ISSUE 
SPECIAL PICTORIAL SECTION. 


The Quartermaster Association will, the 
latter part of August, issue in the form of 


a rotogravure pictorial supplement, an 
eight-page picture section of the Quarter- 
master’s Review depicting the celebrations 
of the 147th anniversary of the Quarter- 
master Corps, which were held all over 
the world. 

Among the scenes which will appear in 
the pictorial are the flashlights of the 
Paris dinner, the Honolulu bathing beach 
which was the scene of the celebration in 
Honolulu, pe. field meets, baseball 
games and dances which the various Bg 
termaster Association chapters h in 
celebrating this notable event. 
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It will be the policy of the Dickman 
board in dealing with officers who apply 
for discharge from the Service under the 
act of June 30, 1922, to issue an order 
setting forth that the officer was_honor- 
ably discharged upon his own application. 
In reality this order will be issued by the 
War Department, but it is understood 
that the Dickman board has recommended 
this form of order in the announcement 
of the honorable discharge of officers as 


the result of the reduction in the strength 
of the Army. 

In effect. these discharges will be res- 
fgnations, except that an officer who 
chooses this method of separating himself 
from the Service will receive a year’s pay. 
lt is stated that a large number of offi- 
cers in the lower grades with short ser- 
vice have already indicated their desire 
to apply for discharge instead of resign- 
ing. Many of these officers have not been 
in the Service long enough to sever their 
business. connections, and rather than take 
the chances of remaining in the lower 
grades for a term of years have decided 
to return to civil life. They represent a 
distinct loss to the Army, for a good share 
of them demonstrated in the war their 
special fitness for military service. 

It will not be known until Aug. 15, 
when the House reconvenes, how deeply 
the members of Congress have been im- 
pressed with the great injustices to men 
with war service that the reduction in 
the Army has worked. Practically all of 
the members of the House are at home 
fixing their fences. This fence-fixing 
process consists in getting in touch with 
the sentiment of their influential constitu- 
ents. There is no doubt that many of the 
members will come back with promises 
either to introduce or support a resolution 
for a suspension of the reduction of the 
number of officers in the Regular Army. 
The letters from Congressmen to the War 
Department indicate that very few of them 
realized the seriousness of the reduction 
that was provided for in the bill when 
they voted for it. How widespread this 
desire is among Congressmen to pass such 
a resolution will not be known until the 
House convenes and the members have an 
oe to exchange ideas on the sub- 
ect. 


Opposition is Expected. 


The unfortunate feature of the situa- 
tion is the shortness in time in which the 
reduction will go into effect if a resolu- 
tion is not passed by both Houses. The 
supporters of the resolution will encoun- 
ter opposition from two sources. It is 
doubtful whether Majority Leader Mon- 
dell or Chairman Madden of the House 
Committee on Appropriations can be con- 
verted to the idea. The three pacifists, 
Representatives Anthony, Sisson and 
Stafford, who compose the War Depart- 
ment sub-committee of the Appropriations 


Committee, will doubtless be against 
any suspension. Especially will Repre- 
sentatives Sisson and Stafford oppose 


anything that will increase the efficiency 
of the Army or maintain its strength. 
Messrs. Anthony, Sisson and Stafford 
appear to be possessed with an intense 
hatred for the Army. This was revealed 
time and time again while the Appropria- 
tion bill was in conference committee. 
After the trio had held up the bill for days 
in their opposition to a reasonable reduc- 
tion, the Senate conferees proposed a 
more liberal plan for the reduction. Sev- 
eral plans were suggested by which offi- 
cers would be allowed to voluntarily sep- 
arate themselves from the Service with 
more liberal allowances or be permitted 
to retire with shorter service with the 
full, three-quarters pay. These sugges- 
tions were rejected by the House conferees 
with counter proposals for demotion. Mr. 
Anthony is credited with saying that there 
are a thousand worthless captains in the 
Army at present. As a larger proportion 
of these captains were veterans af the 
war, it is apparent that his enmity is not 





confined to the old Regular Army. Both 
in the’ conference and in the debate on 
the floor of the House, Kepresentatives 
Sisson and Stafford have indicated that 
they share Mr. Anthony’s bitter preju- 
dice against all officers in the Service. 


Opposition in Senate. 


Aside from this combination in the 
House, there are a number of Senators 
who would bisterty ves the passage of 
any resolution. advocates of a reso- 
lution will experience a great deal of diffi- 
eulty in securing a rule under which 
prompt action could be taken on the reso- 
ution. There is not much doubt that a 
good majority could be secured in the Sen- 
ate for the resolution. The dangers of 
defeat in the upper House will grow out 
of the efforts of a few Senators to hold it 
up and talk it to death. Despite these 
conditions, however, if members of Con- 
gress carry out the threats that have been 
made in their letters there will be an ef- 
fort made to pass the resolution. 

The Dickman board is proceeding on 
the assumption that there will be no 
changes in the law. There were reports 
that tke board would give out an an- 
nouncement of its policy, but this was 
denied. Under the present scheme of 
working, no announcement will be made, 
as it is understood that the board con- 
siders Circular 152 as a sufficient expla- 
nation of how the eliminations. promo- 
tions, demotions, retirements and dis- 
charges are to be made. The correspond- 
ence of the board became so heavy the 
first week that Major General Dickman 
asked for additional clerks. It has be- 
come apparent that the board has a huge 
task to perform in working out the de- 
tails of carrying out the reductions, aside 
from the many perplexing questions that 
it will be called on to decide. 


Retirements Approved. 


Since the board has been organized a 
number of retirements are being approved. 
Every day brings forth at least one re- 
tirement and some days three or four are 
approved by the War Department. Most 
of them are for physical disability.

Col. Edwin Landon, C.A.C., retires un- 
der Section 1243, Revised Statutes, effec- 
tive Nov. 10, after more than thirty years 
of service, as does Col. Americus Mitchell, 
Inf.. Col. Thomas B. Dugan, Cav., re- 
tired for age July 27, 1922. 

It is understood about forty officers 
have been ordered before retirement board 
for physical disabilities. Some of the 
cases are already in the hands of the Sur- 
geon General for his consideration. 


CHILDREN’S CLINIC AT SAM HOUSTON 
HAS EXAMINED 200 BABIES. 

Early in February a children’s clinic 
was organized at Fort Sam Houston, 
Texas, with the object of improving the 
health of the children of the command. 


Babies taken to the clinic are carefully 
weighed and measured and undergo a 
thorough examination. The parents are 
instructed in scientific feeding and nutri- 
tion. The clinic is held every Friday at 
the attending surgeon’s office, and a yisit- 
ing nurse is in attendance, who follows 
up each case at the home. During the 
five months of the clinic’s existence 200 
babies have been examined. The attend- 
ing surgeon reports a notable reduction 
in the number of calls on his office to at- 
tend cases of acute illness of children and 
babies due to improper feeding.

Quartermaster General 


The Secretary of War on Aug. 3 an- 
nouneed the selection of Col. William H. 
Hart,.Q.M. Gorps, U.S.A., for appoint- 
ment as Quartermaster General of the 
Army with the rank of major general, ef- 
feetive Aug. 28, 1922, to succeed Maj. Gen, 
Harry L. Rogers. Colonel Hart was 
selected for this important appointment, 
not only because of the high efficiency dis- 
played by him during and since the World 
War, but because of his high efficiency 
during his entire service and his familiar- 
ity with details and functions of the Quar- 
termaster Corps. 

At present Colonel Hart is stationed at 
tke New York General Intermediate De 
pot as Quartermaster Supply Officer and 
General Superintendent of the Army 
Transport Service for the Port of New 
York. From Aug. 7, 1920, to Oct. 31, 


1921, Colonel Hfart effected a saving of 
over $6,000, in activities immediately 


under his supervision, and received the’ 


fcllowing commendatory letter from the 
Secretary of War: 

“The Chief of Staff has brought to my 
attention a memorandum from the Quar- 
termaster General of the Army which 
states that you were assigned to duty as 
Quartermaster Supply Officer at the Gen- 
eral Intermediate Depot at New York on 
Aug. 7, 1920, with instructions to make 
immediate and drastic reductions in over- 
head expenses and activities at that depot, 
and which relates in detail to your suc- 
cess in carrying out these instructions. 

“Your successful efforts in actual ac- 
complishments, and in formulating plans 
for further accomplishments during the 
time you were directly. responsible for re- 
sults, evidence clear appreciation by you 
of the necessity of operating on the most 
economical basis possible, and an adminis- 
trative and organizing ability deserving of 
commendation. 

“In view of the valuable service ren- 
dered by you at this depot, I take this 
occasion of commending you fer the zeal 
and administrative ability shown by you 
during this critical period.” 

On the entrance of the United States 
into the World War, Colonel Hart was 
Quartermaster of the Southern Depart- 
ment. During the World War he served 
in the A.E.F. as Quartermaster of Base 
Section No. 1 (St. Nazaire, France). He 
was awarded the Distinguished Service 
Medal, U.S.A., and the Legion of Honor 
(cflicer) by France. The Distinguished 
Service: Medal citation follows: 

“For exceptionally meritorious and dis- 
tinguished service while serving as quar- 
termaster, Base Section No. 1. By his 
thorough knowledge of methods and stand- 
ards of supplying troops, his resourceful- 
ness, and comprehensive study of innum- 
erable details of the largest and most im- 
portant supply base in France, he exe- 
cuted important duties with which he was 
intrusted in highly satisfactory and espe 
cially efficient manner.” 

Since returning to the United States 
Colonel Hart has served as zone supply 
officer at Boston, Mass., as assistant zone 
supply and zone storage officer at San 
Francisco, Calif., as depot quartermaster 
at Norfolk, Va., and in the office of the 
Quartermaster General of the Army on 
duty with the Director of Purchase and 
Storage. 

Colonel Hart was born in Minnesota, 
March 20, 1864, and was appointed to the 
United States Military Academy in 1 
fiom North Dakota, graduating in 1888. 
He was assigned as a second lieutenant to 
the 20th Infantry. He was transferred to 
the 4th Cavalry Feb. 11, 1889. He served 
with the Cavalry until Nov. 10, 1900, 
when he was appointed a captain and 
commissary of subsistence. He was pro- 
moted to major and commissary, July 27, 
1903. 
When the offices of the Quartermaster 
General, Commissary General and Pay- 
master General were consolidated into the 
Quartermaster Corps on Aug. 24, 1912, 
Colonel Hart became an officer of 

uartermaster Corps. He was promoted to 
lieutenant colonel, Q.M. Corps, on Ma 
6, 1913, and colonel on May 2, 1917.

DISTINGUISHED SERVICE 
AWARDS TO OFFICERS, U.S.A. 


Five officers of the U.S. Army were on 
July 26 and 27 awarded Distinguished 
Service Medals at a special ceremony con- 
ducted at the War Department. Tour of 
the medals were presented by Secretary of 
War Weeks, while General Pershing pre- 


sented the medal to Maj. Gen. Michael J. 

O’Brien, who served with General Per- 
obieg in Mexico, 

The awards by tae 5 Weeks were: 
Col. Albert C. Dalton, C. His cita- 
tion referred to the ieee “exceptional 
and distinguished service,” in the general 
superintendency of the Army Transport 
Service and Quartermaster Department at 
the Port of Embarkation, Hoboken, N.J. 
He is declared to be “an organizer and an 
administrator of exceptional ability.” 

Maj. William H. Dodds, jr., is com: 
mended for his services with the General 
Staff Corps, and as commander of the 6th 
Field Artillery of the 1st Division. He is 
given credit of handling the 6th Field Ar- 
tillery “so brilliantly in the Meuse-Ar- 
gonne operations as to have contributed 
much to the victories won by the division.” 

Col. Joseph H. Forbes, Med. Corps, is 
commended “for his exceptional and dis- 
tinguished service in organizing and com- 
manding the hospital center at AHery, 
France, with 15,000 beds in such manner 
ar, to conserve the man-power of the Army 
in the St. Mihiel and Meuse-Argonne of- 
fensives.” 

Maj. Raymond EH. Lee, Field Art., is 
commended for “his exceptional service’ 
as executive officer to the Chief of Field 
Artillery and for the fact that he was 
acting Chief of Field Artillery for a period 
efter the signing of the armistice. Refer- 
ence is made to the ability he displayed 
in the demobilization of the American 
ferees. 

Maj. James L. Walsh, O.D., in his cita- 
tion is commended for “exceptionally meri- 
torious and distinguished service in a posi- 
tion of great responsibility, first as chief 
of the personnel division of the office of 
Chief of Ordnance, which he organized 
and administered with conspicuous suc- 
cess during the first nine months of the 
war, a critical period during which all 
ordnance activities depended upon the suc: 
cessful handling of personnel problems.” 

The awarding of the medal to Major 
C’Brien, A.G.D., by General Pershing had 
a personal touch as Major O’Brien when 
an enlisted man, served as General Per- 
shing’s sergeant major on the punitive ex- 
pedition into Mexico. During the World 
War Major O’Brien as a major and lieu- 
tenant colonel, served in the office of The 
Adjutant General of the A.E.F. at Gen- 
eral Pershing’s headquarters. He served 
in the 69th New York Volunteer Infantry 
during the war with Spain, and entered 
the Regular Army later as a private. The 
citation declares that Major O’Brien 
“demonstrated the highest professional at- 
tainment in the discharge of his multi- 
farious duties.” 


AERONAUTICAL C. OF C. OUTLINES 
FUTURE PLANS AND POLICIES. 


The annual meeting of the Aeronautical 
Chamber of Commerce of America, Inc., 
was held at the executive offices, 501 Fifth 
avenue, New York city, July 11. The 
organization, which was formed the first 


of the year, with a charter membership of 
100, reports an increase of nearly 100 
per cent. in six months. Preparations 
for flying meets in Chicago and Detroit 
were announced. The governors were 
unanimously re-elected. 

Some of the interesting points covered 
in the annual report of General Manager 
S. S. Bradley were the following: 

“In the first six months we have in- 
creased our membership to 176. In addi- 
tion, full and complete co-operation has 
been obtained with two important groups 
in the lighter-than-air field. 

“We have co-operated in holding two 
flying meets this spring: the first at Gar- 
den City on April 30 and the second at 
Baltimore on May 30. The attendance 
at the Garden City meet wwas conserva- 
tively estimated at 20,000; the one at Bal- 
timore, 5,000. 

“In addition to the above, we have an 
agreement with the Detroit Aviation So- 
ciety contemplating our assistance in the 
management of the races at the flying 
meet to be given in Detroit next October. 

“Washington: Close liaison has been 
maintained with official Washington. 
Representatives of the Chamber held a 
conference with President Harding on 
April 13, at which time the need of aerial 
law and an aggressive aerial policy was 
urged. Following this conference the 
President wrote a most important letter 
indicating the continuation and extent of 
his interest in the subject of aviation and 
our organization. 

“War and Navy Departments: Our con- 
tact with the Air Services has followed 
lines with which our members are famil- 
iar, and recently has been particularly 
active due to the participation of the de 
partments in the races at Detroit next 
fall.

RETIRED VETERANS FORM 
ORGANIZATION AT CHICAGO. 
A new Veterans’ Association came into 
being at Chicago on July 16, largely 


through the efforts of Master Sergt. 
Charles C. Church, retired. Some weeks 
before he sent out a cireular letter invit- 
ing all retired soldiers living in and near 
Chicago, to assemble at Fort Sheridan 
for a reunion and picnic. About sixty-five 
responded with their families and friends. 
Sergeant Church made complete eae 
ments with the commanding officer of 
post, Maj. Henry A. Bootz, 2d Inf., who 
gave his approval for the holding of the 
pienic at Fort Sheridan. 

Capt. Harold D. Woolley, prison officer 
at Fort Sheridan, was untiring in his ef- 
forts to put the grounds in shape and pro- 
vide everything that was needed and was 
present practically all day to see that 
nething was overlooked or neglected. Ma- 
jer Bootz visited the picnic grounds in the 
afternoon, accompanied by his staff, and 
welcomed the retired veterans and their 
guests to the reservation. McGrath Camp 
of the United Spanish War Veterans at- 
tended in a body with their auxiliary. 

The old-timers organized the Retired 
Veterans’ Association of the United States 
(to be incorporated) ‘and unanimously 
elected the following officers to serve for 
the term of one year: 

President, Master Sergt. Charles C, 
Church, 1343 Waveland avenue, Chicago; 
first vice president, Master Sig. Elect. 
George F. Lee, Chicago: second vice presi- 
dent, Master Sergt. Albert Ebbs, Chicago; 
secretary, Sergt. Major Eugene P. Frier. 
son, Calumet avenue, Chicago; treasurer, 
Ord. Sergt. Edward Fisher, People’s Trust 
and Savings Bank, Chicago. 

The objects of the association will be 
set forth in a constitution and by-laws, 
soon to be adopted. Since the retirement 
of enlisted men has been authorized, this 
ecntingent had little to complain of, but 
in recent years Congress has at times 
showed signs of a disposition to relieve the 
Government of its responsibilities to them 
and in one or two instances has arbi- 
trarily abrogated its contract with retired 
soldiers, and thereby deprived them of the 
benefits of the law under which their ser- 
vice was given. ‘To be in a position to 
combat this will be one of the missions of 
this new organization. 

The primary purpose of its activity will 
be to create and maintain liaison between 
its members. This will be accomplished 
by a publication, which will give from 
time to time the name and address of 
every man on the retired list. The publi- 
cation will also carry news of military in- 
terest and a few good short Army stories. 

A policy of keeping away from commer- 
cialism has already been adopted. No 
initiation fee will be charged and no cere- 
men ywill be necessary. Every man on the 
retired list will automatically become a 
member in good standing and no annual 
dues will be collected. Every man on the 
retired list will be given a certificate of 
membership. Headquarters office will be 
maintained without. expense to members. 
Charters will be issued to subordinate as- 
seciations when they wish to organize, the 
only obligation being that they hold at 
least one meeting a year, usually in the 
furm of a picnic or banquet. Those who 
receive the publication will be required to 
pay an annual subscription which will be 
made sufficient to cover all expenses of 
the organization. No salaries will be paid 
to officers. Briefly, its object will be the 
getting together annually the retired men 
for an outing similar to the one just held, 
and for such other purpose as may be an- 
nounced in the by-laws. All retired mem- 
bers of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps 
end all other branches of the military ser- 
vice will be eligible to membership. Offi- 
cers are invited to join. 


LIMITED MILEAGE FUNDS 
REDUCE SCHOOL ATTENDANCE. 


The Army Appropriation bill of June 
30 carried an appropriation of $1,350,000 
for. mileage. This is a considerable re- 
duction in the estimates and necessitates 
a corresponding reduction in the activi- 
ties of all arms. 

Unfortunately, the activity of the In- 
fantry which this will most seriously af- 
fect is that of reducing the number of 
students te go to the Infantry School. 
Inasmuch as nearly aft orders for attend- 
ance at the school have been issued, it be- 
comes. necessary to revoke a number of 
orders, sufficient to bring the mileage ex- 
penses within the allotment made to the 
Infantry. Every effort is being made to 
reduce the revocations to the minimum.

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Coast.Guard Observes 
Its 132d Anniversary 


By direction of Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury Clifford, the U.S. Coast 
Guard on Aug. 4 revived its old-time cus- 
tom of celebrating the anniversary of its 
creation by Congress on Aug. 4, 1790. 
The stations and the vessels in the Coast 
Guard fleet were left to their own devices 
as to how the event should be celebrated. 
Even the vessels in far Alaskan waters 
were communicated with so that every 
officer and man in the Service was re- 
mindéd of the Coast Guard’s notable 
achievements and its traditions. 

One of the features of the occasion on 
every ship and station was the reading of 
a telegram from Colonel Clifford review- 
ing the notable career of the Coast Guard 
over a period of 132 years. 

In his telegram Colonel Clifford said: 

“On Aug. 4, 1790. George Washington, 
President of the United States, approved 
an act which included, among other pro- 
visions, authorization for the construction 
of not exceeding ten revenue cutters and 
specified how the cutters should be offli- 
cered and manned and what should be the 
compensation of their officers, marinérs 
and boys. ... 

“After the freedom of the American col- 
onies had been won . . the Conti- 
nental Navy was disbanded. There was 
then no sea force available for the protec- 
tion of the coasts and the maritime inter- 
ests of the newly constituted United 
States until the organization of the Reve- 
nue Cutter Service, effected under this 
act of Aug. 4, 1790. The cutters formed 
the only armed force afloat belonging to 
the young Republic until a Navy was au- 
thorized a few years later. The officers of 
the first cutters were appointed largely 
from the officers who had served in the 
old Continental Navy. .. . 

“Aug. 4, 1790, was, therefore, the birth- 
day of the Revenue Cutter Service, which 
was merged in 1915 with the Life-Saving 
Service to form the United States Coast 
Guard. So to-day, Aug. 4, 1922, we are 
observing the 132d birthday anniversary 
of the Coast Guard. . . . The Ser- 
vice has played a distinguished part in 
every war in which this country has been 
engaged, with the exception only of the 
War with Tripoli; and with a notable 
military history it has also established a 
record that is unequaled for humanitarian 
accomplishment in affording succor to 
those in distress at sea. ~ 
COLONEL ALVORD TO BE 

ASSISTANT TO ADJUTANT GENERAL. 


The Secretary of War will recommend 
Col. Benjamin Alvord, A.G.D., for. ap- 
pointment as assistant to The Adjutant 


General, with rank of brigadier general, 
to succeed Brig. Gen. James T. Kerr, A. 
G.D., who will retire after forty years’ 
service Aug. 15, 1922. 

Colonel Alvord is at present on duty 
in the office of The Adjutant General, 
having been recently transferred from 
headquarters of 9th Corps Area at Pre- 
sidio of San Francisco. 

During the World War, Colonel Alvord 
held the grade of brigadier general and 
served as first Adjutant General of the 
A.E.F. He was awarded the D.S.M. for 
exceptionally meritorious and _ distin- 
guished services, the citation for which 
follows: 

“As Adjutant General of the American 
Expeditionary Forces. During the be- 
ginning of its organization his long ex- 
perience, good judgment and breadth of 
vision were of great value in the\estab- 
lishments of the innumerable activities 
of the Adjutant General’s Department of 
the American Expeditionary Forces.” 

During the Philippine Insurrection Col- 
onel Alvord served as a regimental adju- 
tant and adjutant general of division in 
the field, being nominated for major by 
brevet for conspicuous gallantry in action. 

Among other important assignments, 
Colonel Alvord was instructor at the In- 
fantry and Cavalry School in 1894; in- 
struector at U.S. Military Academy in 
1887-92; Adjutant General of Depart- 
ment of Northern Luzon in 1901; on Gen- 
eral Staff in 1 ; chief of staff Vera 
Cruz Expedition in 1914, and adjutant 
oueeret of the Western Department in 
Colonel Alvord was born in Washing- 
ton, D.C., and appointed to the Military 
Academy from the District of Columbia. 
He was graduated from the Academy in 
1882, from Infantry and Cavalry School 
in 1887, and was transferred from the 
Infantry to the Adjutant General’s De- 
partment in 1907. 


ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT TESTING 
AUTOMATIC CANNON FOR PLANES. 


The effect of the World War on arma- 
ments caused attempts to be made by Eng- 
land, France, Italy and Germany to de- 
velop automatic cannon of small caliber, 
primarily intended to be mounted on air- 
planes. 

The problem for each one of them in- 
volved extensive experimental work during 
and after the war, and their designers 












bave been continuing the work until the 
resent time, but Nokaie tae declen  of 
ndifferent results. the of 
experimental models has been based on 
principles commonly incorporated in ma- 
chine guns of the most successful types, 
in which the bolt retracts from the breech 
and the cartridge is fed into the chamber 
while the bolt is in the retracted position, 
though some types are designed to cause 
oe bolt itself to feed, the ammunition into 
the gun. 

The United States Ordnance Depart- 
ment has only recently entered a compara- 
tively new field of automatic cannon de- 
velopment, which mainly comprises the 
ecnstruction of a full automatic cannon 
of 37-mm. or 1% inches in caliber by con- 
verting a standard cannon, made to meet 
the requirements by the addition of an 
automatic feed. The first gun of this type 
is now being constructed at one of 
arsenals and should be ready for test in 
six months. Still another design is under 
preparation, the first model of which 
should be completed about the same time. 
Two commercial firms are taking quite an 
interest in the subject and sre making ex- 
tensive studies which will be of great as- 
sistance to the Army Ordnance Depart- 
ment. 


DOMINION OF CANADA 
FAVORS CADET TRAINING. 


The Dominion of Canada, it seems, now 
favors the cadet system as a national mili- 
tary training plan, in preference to the 
old Militia plan of training. Gen. Sir Ar- 
thur Currie, of Canada, recently empha- 
sized this fact in speaking to a Canadian 
audience. 

General Currie in the course of his re- 
marks said that it is evident from the 
proceedings in the House of Commons that 
the temper of many Canadians is decidedly 
against the militia training system as in 
force in Canada before the World War, 
and that it would seem that there are some 
who would like to entirely wipe out the 
system of militia training. 

In any case, General Currie said the 
estimates would probably be cut down to 
as low a figure as these persons dare. With 
the reduction of militia training the Uni- 
versity Training Corps becomes increas- 
ingly valuable, he peinted out. 

General Currie also referred to the value 
of militia training, and particularly that 
of cadet training in universities. It was 
the militia training before the war, he 
pointed out, that had made possible the 
early effectiveness of the first division, 
while the cadet training’ of the McGill 
system, he said, had been of considerable 
value to more than 10,000 men of Canada 
who had gone overseas to fight for their 
country in time of need. 

“War clouds,” General Currie stated, 
“were not any farther away to-day than 
they were eight years ago.” This certain- 
ly is the logical conclusion of all who are 
familiar with history. 


FOKKER SEES CHICAGO 
AS FUTURE AIR TERMINAL. 


A. G. H. Fokker, airplane inventor, por- 
trayed Chicago as one of the world’s great- 
est air terminals, and airplane transpor- 
tation as a safe means of transit for both 
freight and passengers, last week before 
the Chicago Association of Commerce at 
its weekly luncheon.

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STATUS OF ENLISTED MEN 
UNDER SIXTEEN YEARS OF AGE. 


. In a long opinion quoting a number 
of provisions of law, the Judge Advocate 
General of the Army outlined a policy for 
the treatment of enlisted men who have 
entered the Service before they reached 
sixteen years. This is done in response 
to three questions that were submitted to 
the department, They were: 

(a) Persons who enlisted under six- 
teen years who are under charges and in 
confinement. 

(b) Persons under sixteen years of age 
not under charges or in confinement for 
serious offenses whose parents or legal 
guardian have applied for discharge. 

(c) Persons not under charges or con- 
finement for serious offenses whose par- 
ents or guardians have not applied for 


The answer of the Judge Advocate 
General to (a) is that they should be 
held if the serious offense warranted. If 
not, they should be discharged. The an- 
swer to (b) is that they should be dis- 
charged under the act of June 30, 1920, 
providing for the reduction of the Army 
to 125,000. Under this act the enlisted 
man should be transferred to the nearest 
= to his point of enlistment and dis- 


The answer to (c) is that the enlisted 
man should be transferred to the post 
nearest his place of enlistment and dis- 
charged with such certificate of his ser- 
vice warrants. The Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral holds that under no condition does 
the law warrant the discharge of an en- 
listed man before he has served his time 
for a serious offense. 


MAJ. R. W. KINGMAN, INF., 
RETURNS FROM TRIP TO COAS7. 


Maj. R. W. Kingman, Arms and Equip- 
ment Section of the Office Chief of In- 
fantry, recently returned from a trip to 
the coast inspecting R.O.T.C. camps and 
locking after other projects now in course 
of construction. ‘The major was gone 
practically six weeks. He found all of 
the R.O.T.C. camps full of enthusiasm 
and the students working hard. Their mas- 
tery of some of the military problems in 
such a short space of time was excep- 
tional, he said. He found on every hand 
that great interest was being taken in 
these camps and that the morale was of a 
high degree. 


RECOGNITION FOR A.E.F. DEAD 
Is OFFICIALLY EXTENDED. 


It has been disclosed that during the 
war in many instances enlisted men were 
recommended for commissions and officers 
for promotion and these orders actually 
issued, but the men and officers in question 
for whom they were intended were either 
kliled in action or died in the Service be- 
fore they were received or could take the 
oath which the military establishment re- 
quires. Heretofore, formal written ac- 
ceptances have been necessary to ¢omplete 
an appointment or promotion. This pro- 
vision prevented many graves of gallant 
scldiers from being marked with the rank 
which they had won. 

To correct this, Maj. Gen. H. L. Rogers, 
Quartermaster General, has recommended 
that where death in the military Service 
intervened after issuance of commissions 
to prevent acceptances, that the men in 
question be accorded the honor that had 
been conferred and that their graves be 
marked to show it. General Pershing im- 
mediately recommended approval; as also 
did Assistant Secretary of War Wain- 
wright, who himself is a veteran, and Sec- 
retary of War Weeks. 


WEEKS, WAINWRIGHT, PERSHING 
TO SPEAK AT TRAINING CAMPS. 


Secretary of War Weeks, Assistant Sec- 
retary Wainwright and General Pershing 
will at least make a limited number of 
s hes at the summer training camps.

RECRUITING EXPECTED

General recruiting will probably be re- 
sumed at an early date. Recently The 
Adjutant General of the Army issued an 
order which discontinued all recruiting ac- 
tivities. It has been estimated that the 
Air Service on July 31 was considerably 
below its authorized strength, and that 
some of the other branches had rted a 
shortage in their enlisted mnel. It is 
believed that an order will shortly be is- 
sued to resume recruiting. 
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Preliminary Estimates 


for the Army ;and Navy 


Wreliminary Army and Navy estimates 
were submitted to Brig. Gen. H. M. Lord, 
Director of the Budget, by Secretary. ot 
War Weeks and Acting Secretary of the 
Navy Roosevelt on Aug. 2. ‘These esti- 
mates are only tentative and are submit- 
ted for the purpose of giving the Director 
of the Budget an opportunity to make a 
survey of the prospective expenses and 
receipts of the Government for the fisca! 
year 1924. 

The real preblems as to the strength ot 
the Army and Navy for the next year are 
dealt with only incidentally. It is stated 
that the estimates for these big items wil) 
be submitted either in the regular esti- 
mates or in supplementary estimates, Both 
departments are expected to renew their 
recommendations, as to the strength +! 
the Army and Navy, which they submit- 
ted at the beginning of this session ot 
Congress. 

The Secretary of War and General 
Pershing have expressed themselves, since 
the passage of the Army Appropriation 
bill, as believing that in its present 
strength the Regular Army caxnot per. 
form its mission under the act of June 4, 


The Secretary of the Navy and Admira) 
Coontz, Chief of Naval Operations, are 
equally emphatic in the declaration that 
the personnel authorized does not fully 
man the Navy. A hundred and fifty thou- 
sand for the Army and 96,000 for the 
Navy are still regarded by the departments 
as the minimum strengths for efficiency.

CAPTAIN VOGELGESANG TO DIRECT 
BRAZILIAN NAVY REORGANIZATION. 


Capt. Carl T. Vogelgesang, U.S.N,, who 
will go to Rio de Janeiro as aid to. Secre- 
tary Hughes for the Pan-American Exposi- 
tion, has been selected to head a commis: 
sio nof American naval officers in prepar- 
ing plans for the reorganization of the Bra- 
zlian navy. Until it has been decided just 
hcw long Captain Vogelgesang will remain 
in Brazil there will be no selection made to 
relieve him as commandant of the New 
York Navy Yard. 

After considerable discussion of na- 
tional defense problems, the Brazilian au- 
thorities have decided to appoint commis- 
sions to reorganize its army and_navy.. 
The French government has been asked 
to furnish a commission for the army re- 
organization, and the American govern- 
ment for the mavy reorganization. It is 
expected that eight or ten American naval 
officers will be. selected for this commis- 
sion. Nothing will be done, however, in 
the matter of selecting officers for this 
duty until Captain Vogelgesang has had 
a conference with the Brazilian authori- 
ties. The Navy Department has not been 
advised as to what is expected of the 
commission. It is known that there is 
wide interest in Brazil in national de- 
fense problems and that leaders of the 
country are anxious to bring up the effi- 
ciency of the Brazilian army and navy to 
the highest standard. 


FLEET AND AIR SQUADRON 
IN JOINT OPERATIONS. 


Preparations are being made at the 
naval air station at Hampton Roads for 
joint fleet and air force operations which 
will take place off the Virginia coast the 
middle of August. Officers and men at 
the air station are enthusiastic over the 
prospects of conducting these exercises, 
which promise to be on a more compre- 
hensive scale than any that have been at- 
tempted up to this time. 

An effort will be made to represent, as 
accurately as conditions will permit, an 
attack by the Navy planes upon the fleet. 
The fleet will take position about fifteen 
niles off the. Virginia capes, and it will 
be the problem of the scout planes to lo- 
cate it. When the fleet is located the in- 
formation will be conveyed to the torpedo 
plane squadron, which will advance to the 
attack. The torpedo planes will carry 
slugs. The engagement will probably take 
place about fifty miles at sea and will af- 
ford a splendid test for the maneuvering 
of the air squadron. It will also give 
the commanders of the fleet a demonstra- 
tion of what they will be called upon to 
do in defending battleships against ait 
attacks. 


ADMIRAL LATIMER MAKING 
INSPECTION OF NAVAL PRISONS. 


Rear Admiral J. L. Latimer, Judge Ad- 
vocate General of the Navy, will return 
te Washington on Aug. 15 after a com- 
plete inspection of the naval prisons. Ad- 
miral Latimer has taken an intense inter- 
est not only in the administration of jus- 
tice in the Navy, but in the manner in 
which the prisoners have been required to 
serve out their sentences. 


MIDSHIPMEN TO END CRUISE 
AND GO ON LEAVE SOON.

FOR OFFICER CANDIDATES! 
_ Only members of the Army of thd 
United States are eligible to take the ex- 
amination for commissions in the Regular 
Army on Sept. 4. This is provided for in 
Section 24e of the act of June 4, 1920; 


“and the War Depattment will enforced 


this section just as it has been enacted: 
No exceptions will be made in making out 
the eligible list to take the final examina- 
tion. 

Preliminary examinations would be 
held at all the corps area headquarters: 
This will be of a general character to de- 
termine whether a candidate is fitted for 
the Service. The War Department, even 
if there were no provision in the law, would 
pursue a policy of giving preference to, 
young men who in some capacity are 
members of the Army of the United 
States. They do not think that a young 
man who has not taken sufficient interest 
in military affairs to identify himself with 
some of the activities of the Army of the 
United States would be satisfied in the 
Service if he should pass the examination. 

However, young men who are inter- 
ested and are not in the Service at pres- 
ent, whether as a member of the Regular 
Army, Organized Reserves or National 
Guard, can qualify for appointment by 
joining one or the other of these organi- 
zations. ‘The preliminary examination is 
authorized for men who have merely de- 
clared their intention of enlisting in some’ 
such unit, if they are successful in such 
examination. The War Department has 
also announced that men who pass the 
preliminary examination will be commis- 
sioned in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, if 
necessary, to make them eligible for ap- 
pointment in the Regular establishment. 

The following is the provision of law 
under which the appointments will be 
made: 

1. Laws governing appointments.—The follow- 
ing sections of the National Defense act, as 
amended by the act of Congress approved June 
4, 1920, provide for the original appointment 
of officers in all the branches of the Regular 
Arey except the Medical Department and chap- 
ains: 

“See, 24e. Appointment of officers —Except 
as otherwise herein provided, appointments shall 
be made in the grade of second lieutenant, first, 
from graduates of the U.S. Military Academy; 
second, from warrant officers and enlisted men 
of the Regular Army between the ages of twenty- 
one and thirty, years, who have had at least 
two years’ service; and, third, from reserve offi- 
cers, and from officers, warrant officers and 
enlisted men of the National Guard, members of 
the Enlisted Reserve Corps and graduates of 
technical institutions approved by the Secretary 
of War, all between the ages of twenty-one and 
thirty years. Any vacancy in the grade of 
captain in the Judge Advocate General's De- 
partment, not filled by transfer or detail from 
another branch, may, in the discretion of the 
President, be fille? by appointment from _ re- 
serve judge advocates between the ages of thirty 
and thirty-six years, and such appointee shall 
be placed upon the promotion list. immediately 
pa the junior captain on said list.”

THE FAMOUS FIGHTING 15ST. 


The response of the Spanish-American 
War veteran to the inquisitive lady is 
epic: “No, ma’am. I ain’t no hero. I’m 
jast a Regular.”

The Regulars get no credit for per- 
forming miracles, because the country ex- 
pected them to perform miracles in the 
first place. Therefore the splendid Reg- 
ular Army divisions that followed the 
flag to France have not received their pro- 
pertionate amount of credit. They car- 
ried no press agents, and the soul-stir- 
ring record of their splendid achievements 
can be found only in official orders. 

For this reason, if no other, the nation 
at large should be interested in the His- 
tory of the 1st Division, during the World 
War, compiled by the Society of the Ist 
Division, and published by the John C. 
Winston Co., Philadelphaia, Pa., with a 
case of accompanying maps. The story 
cr the staunch little band of American 
soldiers, who were first to France, first to 
fight and last to come home, is an epic of 
“the enlisted Regular fighting man, the 
soldier bred to the bone,” and it should 
stir the patriotic pride of every reader. 

The book itself is a masterpiece. There 
is real artistic merit in the engravings 
with which it is supplied, and one catches 
a glimpse of the spirit animating the art- 
ist, in the foreword of Sergeant Glidden. 
They are his tribute to his dead comrades, 
and they are worthy of the men they com- 
memorate. The other illustrations are in- 
teresting and distinctive. 

The spirit of the book is unique. It 
radiates pride from the tender dedication : 
“To the Deathless Memory of Our Dead” 
to the last of the seeret orders that guided 


'. the “Fighting First” into repeated storms 


of shot and shell. It is shown in the 
lace given to the foreword of eral 
Pershing, and in the splendid tribute paid 
to our Allies, to the comrades of other 
divisions, to the §8.0.8., the Navy, the 
staffs and finally to the God of Battles. 

The history proper begins with the for- 
mation of a lar division by General 
Pershing, immediately after the declara- 
tion.of war. It tells of the gathering of 
the 16th, 18th, 26th and 28th Regiments 
of Infantry, of the 5th, 6th and 7th Field 
Artillery and their accompanying units, 
of the trip from Texas to Hoboken, the 
arrival of eager volunteers, the trip 
“across” and the eventful 26th of June, 
when Co. K of the 16th Infantry led the 
first of the A.E.F. down the gang-plank at 
St. Nazaire. 

Follows the story of the poy | at 
Gendrecourt, the work with the “Blue 
Devils,” the Allied instructors, and the 
first actual battle test when one battalion 
of each regiment went into the Somerville 
sector with French troops—and where on 
Nov. 3, the names of Enright, Gres 
and Hay were inscribed on the first list of 
the heroic dead of the World War, and 
fi-ally the end of the period of divisional 
training. 

The story of the repulse of the first 
trench raid in the Ansauville sector is fol- 
lewed by the detailed account of the ter- 
rible baptism of blood at Soissons, July 
18-23, 1918, when the Ist was tried as by 
fire, encountered four German divisions, 
lost 7,300 men and attacked again and 
again, when privates were commanding 
companies and at least one battalion was 
in the hands of a sergeant. ‘Then comes 
the rong? of the transfer to the Saizerais 
sector, the arrival of replacements and the 
training for the St. Mihiel drive. 

St. Mihiel is truly a bright spot in the 
divisional story with its record of advanc- 
ing troops outronning their schedule, the 
capturing of 1,200 prisoners with a loss of 
less than 600 men, and a fourteen-kilo- 
meter advance in nineteen hours, but the 
story of the first nhase of the Meuse-Ar- 
gonne, in early October, is another bloody 
chapter, telling of a seven-kilometer ad- 
vance in the face of eight enemy divisions, 
another loss of nearly 7,500 men, and the 
brilliant work of the Infantry iments 
that drove forward behind the thin bar- 
rage. The rest at Vavincout is f ed 
by the last phase of the Argonne battle, 
the news of the armistice and the marck 
into Germany. 

The experience of the division in Ger- 
many is’ treated as fully as the detailed 
story of the various combats, and the story 
closes with the return of the Ist to Amer- 
ica, in August of 1919, and the two bril- 
liant s cles when Pershing led it be- 
tween the cheering crowds that lined Fifth 
avenue, New York city, and the other 
march when it followed in the footsteps 
of Sherman’s veterans of more than fifty 
years before. 

The book closes with acknowledgments 
to the various welfare societies that con- 
tributed to the comfort of the men over- 
seas, a tribute to the nurses—and the 
honor roll of more than 5,000 names of 
men, dead on the field of honor. (The 
total casualties of the division were 22,-

The Army AND Navy Journal has re- 
ceived the following criticisms of two 
books included in its military library. The 


criticisms were written by Maj. Edgar M. 
Whiting, Cav., U.S.A.: 


Field Engineering. 


The principal defects of paavioms books 
on military field engin g have been 
(a) ie ar ee ge — —* 
cal progression, poor q ty of paper, 
(ce) used too small, (d) very indis- 
t:nct illustrations. The work on id en- 
ee pe written by Lieutenant Colonel 
nd and his associates has none of the 
above mentioned defects. The detailed 
drawings of various field works are 
fectly clear and easy to understand. Most 
text-books show but a few correct plans of 
siting and tracing trenches, etc, and 
state that there are a number of different 
ways of conforming the works to the in- 
cidents of the terrain. 

Colonel Bond’s work goes further, in 
that it illustrates the most common errors 
made in the laying out of works, etc., so 
that while the novice may and will make 
wistakes that cannot be foreseen by any 
finite mind, he at least will avoid the 
more usual ones. As in the work on map 
reading and sketching, the subject matter 
is divided into definite lessons, a plan 
inost helpful to those who must master the 
subject without the aid of instructors. 

The work should be in the library of 
every officer of combat troops. 


Map Reading and Military Sketching. 


I have gone over very carefully the text- 
book on topography by Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Bond and his associates. The subject 
matter is very well arranged and the ex- 
planations are clear. The division into 
twelve lessons in logical sequence is an 
excellent plan, and enables one to make a 
systematic study of the subject without 
the aid of an instructor. 

The type is quite large and all of the 
illustrations clear. I have checked the 
accuracy of the various scales printed in 
the book and found that the scales are 
sufficiently accurate to be copied for actual 
use on alidades. 

The work is singularly free from the 
“padding” too frequently found in text- 
books. I believe that it contains the es- 
sentials of military sketching and no more. 

I recommend the use of this manual by 
officers, Regular and Reserve, and I con- 
sider it to be the best text-book on the 
subject that has been published to date.

FOR TWENTY-FIVE-YEAR RETIREMENT. 


To THE Eprror: 

The twenty-five-year retirement bill, in- 
troduced by Representative Fish of New 
York, I feel sure, meets the unanimous ap- 
proval of the enlisted men in the Ser- 
viee, but more especially that of the men 
who have long years of faithful service to 
their credit, who feel they are entitled 
to something better than mere retirement, 
on inadequate pay and without assurance 
of grade or rank. 

Should this bill become a law, by which 
all men long in the Service would benefit 

tly, it would not only mean a saving 
‘or the Government, but it would be creat- 
ing a reserve fund for the enlisted men 
who are now in the Service and who in- 
tend to make the Army their profession. 
It would eliminate their fears as to their 
future welfare, and at the same time give 
them the satisfaction of knowing that 
ample provision had been made for them 
after retirement, which provision is cer- 
tainly deserved. 

If the enlisted man knew that after 
completing twenty-five years’ service his 
retired pay would be sufficient for himself 
and family, and that this would result 
w:thout incurring any additional expense 
to the Government, he not only would be 
willing to pay one per cent. of his monthly 
pay toward this retirement fund, but he 
would be willing to contribute even more, 
if by so doing he could create a more sub- 
stantial retirement fund. 

Our slogan is “Let every man in the 
Service get behind this retirement bill.” 
I feel confident that our present Con- 
gressmen will be willing to lend us a help- 
ing hand.

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Repeal the Elimination Law 


HE Chicago Journal of Commerce 

is an excellent paper. It’s a clean 

paper and a dignified one. It is 
primarily designed to give the business 
man important and well-verified news. 
It is supposed, above all, to influence the 
opinion of business men. 

Therefore it is all the more regrettable 
to see it publish, in quoting from a Wash- 
ington dispatch headed “Army Officers to 
Enforce United States Program in Mine 
Districts,” the statement, “The Army 
plucking board is already at work on a 
plan for the elimination of 1,70U officers, 
and it is said more than enough officers 
are available for such duty.” 

Where a paper of such character and 
such influence shows such a lamentable 
ignorance of the true state of affairs with 
respect to the officer personnel of the Reg- 
ular Army, it ts not surprising to find that 
Congressmen easily yield to the propa- 
ganda carried on by pacifists on the one 
hand and by foreign and heme enemies of 
the United States on the other hand. 

It is true that the Army plucking board 
is already at work on a plan:for the elimi- 
nation of a considerable number of Regu- 
lar officers. Jt is not true that more than 
enough officers are available for duty such 
as that mentioned. 

he hard facts of the matter are that 
there are not enough Regular officers to 
efficiently carry on the missions of the 
Regular Army with respect to training 
the National Guard and Reserve forces as- 
signed by the National Defense act. 

The Secretary of War, General Per- 
shing and every other authority of the 
War Department did everything they 
could to keep Congress from cutting down 
the Regular Army officer strength to 12,- 
000. They showed that while for purposes 
of economy the Army might get along for 
this year with less than the 17,000 officers 
authorized by previous law, it could not 
possibly fulfil its most ordinary peace- 
time missions with but 12,000, the num- 
ber now authorized. ‘The evidence goes to 
show that on the whole the Senate did not 
wish to cut the Army to this number, but 
was forced to compromise to prevent the 
enemies of the Army in the House from 
placing the number still lower. 

The time will come when the ‘indiffer- 
ence of the average business man, his rep- 
resentatives on chambers of commerce, 
and his press, to the Army and Navy, 
which are the insurance of this country 
against external aggression and internal 
disorder, will cease. 

The House, which has been in recess 
for some weeks, meets again Aug. 15. The 
journals of commerce, the associations 
cf commerce, and the other represen- 
tatives of business should seize the op- 
portunity to forcibly demonstrate to both 
Senate and House that the buSiness of the 
country has no more intention of being 
without the necessary national insurance, 
which the Army and Navy furnish, or of 
carrying less of it than may be needed at 
every moment, than it has of going without 
its ordinary fire insurance. One of the 
best means of doing this would be to have 
Congress, by means of a joint resolution, 
repeal the present Army elimination law 
and thus eliminate its disastrous effects. 
not only from the national point of view 
of the number of officers, but also from 
the point of view of the morale of the 
officer corps.

Merchant Marine Main Artery 
of Our Economic Life 


HE recent need for hastily com- 

missioning some of our idle ship- 

ping (idle solely on account of our 
present stupid navigation laws), in order 
to import vitally necessary coal, empha- 
sizes again the value of having a mer- 
chant marine under the American flag. In 
virtually every great national emergency 
we have felt the necessity for a merchant 
marine. If the country is to continue 
prosperous in the face of the coming acute 
international commercial rivalry we shall 
require our own ships for peace condi- 
tions also. 

Everyone is familiar with the present 
state of the coal trade in this country. A 
miners’ strike has so hindered production 
of coal as to threaten gravely the opera- 
tion of the major industries and the health 
and comfort of the whole population dur- 
ing the coming winter. _Importations 
from abroad, made possible on a large 
scale only by having American ships avail- 
able, is an important means not orly to 
increase coal stocks, but also to promote 
a settlement of the strike. 

During the late war the lack of ships 
prevented us from marketing a great part 
of our surplus products and caused tre- 
mendous financial losses to all classes of 
citizens. The farmers especially suffered, 
and they should be the ones now to sup- 
port most heartily the efforts of the Ad- 
ministration to ensure a reasonably large 
American merchant marine. The follow- 
ing table from reports by the Secretary 
of Agriculture shows the — of

The progressive dwindling of exports 
shown above until 1918 coincides with the 
dwindling of shipping during the war. 
It was not until 1919 that American ship- 
yards began to produce ocean cargo car- 
riers in quantity. Export statistics of 
other farm commodities followed varia- 
tions in the number of American ships al- 
most as closely as did wheat. This is but 
one of many examples that could be cited 
of the need that has been felt for Ameri- 
ean merchant ships during national emer- 
gency. 


Such need is not confined to abnormal - 


times, however. ‘To-day the whole world 
is the market of every producer. The na- 
tion that controls transportation natur- 
ally takes preference over all others in 


the marketing of its own goods. The na- 
tion that is independent of others in trans- 
portation facilities is capable of ensuring 
due return to its citizens for their labors. 
Transportation must be regarded in the 
world sense. It is not sufficient to build 
railroads and canals to the seacoast. That 
is usually but a small part of the neces- 
sary journey. Ocean transportation is 
the most important of all, 

Representative Layton of Delaware 
says: “In spite of all altruism, of all 
idealism, there still remains the irrecon- 
cilable conflict and struggle of interna- 
tional trade and commerce.” 

Whether “no more war” prevails or not, 
the economic struggle will surely con- 
tinue. Its continuance is the primary as- 
surance that the hope for “no more war” 
is futile, but in any event international 
commercial competition is sure to become 
increasingly keen. The nation which lim- 
its its trading within its own borders can- 
not be prosperous. The nation which 
leaves to trade rivals the major transpor- 
tation of its export goods is a sadly han- 
dicapped competitor. 

From every point of view the Adminis- 
tration has the right to expect the united 
support of the country in placing the 
American merchant marine on an endur- 
ing basis, in spite of the foreign opposi- 
tion that is being constantly exerted even 
within our own borders. 


What the Mothers of Kansas 
Owe to the Anthonys of 
Congress 


HE Leavenworth Times, owned by 

Congressman Dan Anthony, now 

up for re-election, publishes iv a 
recent issue a letter urging Kansans to 
vote for Mr. Anthony on the plea of his 
having saved the country from the mili- 
tarists, 

The article contains the usual misstate- 
ments in that it holds up all Anthony's 
opponents as believers in huge armies. It 
of course makes no mention of the fact 
that Anthony, in helping cut down the 
appropriations necessary to carry out the 
National Defense act, has been working 
against a plan which provides primarily 
for an army of citizen soldiers who are 
serving voluntarily. 

One of the main points in this letter is 
an appeal to tens of thousands of mothers 
who should feel grateful to Mr. Anthony 
because of the great good he has done in 
helping to prevent this act from being 
properly carried out. 

If there is any collection of women in 
the world who have suffered more from 
the actions of such people as Anthony than 
the mothers of Kansas and Nebraska, 
whose sons served in the 35th Division, 
it is hard to imagine. 

In all the turmoil which accompanied 
the discussion of the famous Peck case 
and the conduct of the 35th Division in 
the Argonne, three facts stand out promi- 
nently. They are that the 35th Division, 
made up of National Guardsmen of Kan- 
sas and Missouri, had to go into action 
unprepared, or only partially prepared in 
many particulars, against a well trained 
enemy, as was the case with all of our 
troops during the recent war. The second 
fact is that the very gallantry of the indi- 
vidual officers and enlisted men caused a 
much greater loss than would have been 
the case with fully trained soldiers and 
officers under similar ecireumstances. The 
third fact is that no officer nor enlisted 
man of the division, nor anyone connected 
with the American Expeditionary Force 
nor with the American Army, can be just- 
ly held responsible for the unnecessary 
loss of life and the unnecessary number 
of wounded caused by the necessity to use 
partially trained troops in such a fight.

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GENERAL MOSELEY WELCOMES GUARD. 


National Guardsmen of Illinois and 
Wisconsin were addressed in the Liberty 
theater at Camp Custer, Mich., on July 
28, by Brig. Gen. George V. H. Moseley, 
U.S.A., in command of the camp. 

The General extended them a warm 
welcome, declaring that the entire organ- 
ization constituted a pant. built up for 
the convenience of his hearers and devoted 
to their use.

NATIONAL GUARD STRENGTH FOR 
JUNE 30, 1922. 
. Official reports received by the Bureau 
of Militia Affairs, War Department, give 
the total strength of the National Guard 
on June 30 as 159,618. ‘The indications 
are that the strength of the Guard will 
pass beyond the 160,000 mark during the 
month of July. If it maintains the rate 
of increase that it did during the month 
of June it will approach 170,000. This 
is not expected, for the increase during 
the month of June in anticipation of the 
camps reached 8,770, which was a record- 


er. 
While the Militia Bureau recognizes 
that the summer training camps are. re- 





ble for much of the increase during, 


‘month of June, it expresses the be- 
lief that the new policy of National Guard 
administration is entitled to credit for a 
considerable portion of the growth of the 
Guard. The fact that the Guard is one 

, of the components of the Army of the 
United States, it is believed, is improving 
its standing throughout the country. 

The strength of the Guard on June 30, 
1922, was distributed as follows: 

Bighteen Infantry divisions, 113,350; 
four Cavalry. divisions, 12,066; special 
Infantry allotment, 11,949; Coast 
lery. (harbor defenses), 8,527. 

Of the remaining classes of allotted 
troops, their actual strength on June 30, 
1922, is as follows: 

Corps troops, 9,661; Army troops. 
2,152; G.H.Q. reserve troops, 950; state 
staff —- and departments, 1,003. Grand 
total, 159,658. 


DISPOSITION OF COURT-MARTIAL FINES. 


Under a recent decision the Comptroller 
General states that “forfeitures of pay 
imposed by sentence of court-martial in 
the National Guard not in Federal ser- 
vice may not be paid into the state treas- 
ury where the laws of the state direct such 
disposition of National Guard forfeitures.” 
He further holds that “members of the fed- 
erally recognized National Guard are un- 
der..a ‘dual oath, and in view of the pay- 
ments made to them by the United States 
owe obligation to the United States as 
well as to the state.” 

A specific provision is made in the law 
for crediting to the state collections made 
for lost, damaged or destroyed property 
for whieh it is accountable. There is no 
provision, however, for crediting to. the 
state court-martial forfeitures of Federal 
pay, and in the absence of any Specific 
provision relative to this feature there is 
no authority to make payment to any per- 
son other than the individual concerned. 
If no lawful payment can be made thereof 
the money must remain in the Treasury 
of the United States. 

Under this decision, therefore, all 
amounts collected on account of court- 
martial fines imposed on: members of the 
National Guard of.a state must be depos- 
ited in the Treasury of the United States, 
if the individual is still in the Service. 
No payment can legally be made in the 
ease of a deserter, and the money in this 
ease also remains in the Treasury of the 
United States.

PENNSYLVANIA. - 


By order of Governor W. C. Sproul of 
Pennsylvania, Adjutant Gen. F. D. Beary 
on July 20 issued G.O. 20, which said, in 


part: 

“TI. Conditions of unrest exist in vari- 
ous parts of the state of Pennsylvania at 
this time. . 

“II. For the preservation of publie 
peace and order and for the purpose of 
upholding the laws of this Commonwealth, 
the commanding general, 28th Division, is 
directed to place such troops in the field 
as he may deem necessary for this purpose 
at points to be designated by him. 

“III. Troops designated for this service 
will be particularly instructed that their 
duty will be the preservation of peace and 
order in the communities concerned. 

“IV. The commanding general, 28th Di- 
vision, will report to thesé headquarters, 
troops assigned and their location.”

Description.—This device was devised 
by Benjamin Franklin. In 1747 during 
the war of the Spanish Succession, the 

Spaniards threatened Philadelphia, coming 
up the Delaware as far as New Castle. 
Dr. Franklin aroused the people, designed 
a crest and flag which was carried through 
Philadelphia in 1748 by Colonel Taylor’s 
battalion. The sitield is the shield of 
William Penn, white with the black fess 
bearing the three white discs. The pre- 
dominant original white settlement was of 
English origin and the twists. of the 
wreath are accordingly white and red.

Commissions in the National Guard.

Answer: (1) Appointments in the Na- 
tional Guard are made by Governors on 
the recommendation of C.0. of organiza- 
tions. (2) Appointments are not made 
subject to Federal approval, but officers 
receiving them must pass a Federal ex- 
amination after the state examination. (3) 
Agoticante designated for a commission, 
ot than by promotion, as second lieu- 
tepant, must between the ages of 
twenty-one and thirty-two, except in the 
case of appointments made in the Air Ser- 
von where the maximum age is twenty- 
nine, 





Transfer of Reserve Officers. 


B. F. G. writes: “Please give me the 
regulations concerning the transfer of Re- 
serve officers from one arm of the Service 
to another.” 

Answer: The regulations (in S.R. 48) 
read as follows: “Transfers from section 
te section of the Officers’ Reserve 
will be made only for cogent reasons and 
when in the best interests cf the Service. 
No officer will be transferred without 
Recommendations or appli- 
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five-year period for which appointed. 
Recommendations or applications for trans- 
fer must be limited to those involving no 
change of grade. If a change of section 
and an increase in grade are involved, the 
procedure must be in accordance with the 
section of regulations governing promo- 
tions.” 





Campaigns in Africa, 


EF, A. ©. writes: “Recently I tried to 
find out where to get books dealing with 
wilitary operations in Africa during the 
World War, but had no success.

Active Duty Pay of Reserve Officer. 


A. B. M. asks: “An Air Service Reserve 
officer has one year, nine months and thir- 
teen days of active service to his credit, 
in the grade of second lieutenant; also 
two years and one month inactive service 
in the same grade. One month ago he 
was promoted to first lieutenant, A.S.O. 
R.C. (1) What pay and allowances would 
he receive if called to active duty? (2) 
Is any credit for length of service given 
for inactive service in the O.R.C.?” 


Ariswer: (1) Your pay and allowances: 


would be those of the first grade, if you 
were called to active duty prior to about 
Oct.:1. If you were called to active duty 
after that date, your pay and allowances 
would be those of the second grade. Not 
knowing the exact dates in your case it 
is impossible to be precise,’ but it is 
jvdged from your letter that it would be 
about Oct. 1. 

(2). Relative to your second question, 
part of Section 3 of the act of June 10, 
1922, provides that, “In computing the in- 
crease of pay for each period of three 
years’ service, such officers shall be cred- 
ited with full time for all periods during 
which they have held commissions as offi- 
cers. in any of the services mentioned in 
the title of this act, or in the Organized 
Militia om to. July 1, 1916, or in the 
National Guard, or in the Naval Militia 
or in. the National Naval Volunteers, or 
in the Naval Reserve Force or Marine 
Corps Reserve Force, when confirmed in 
grade and qualified for all general service, 
with full time for all periods during which 
they have, performed active duty under Re- 
serve commissions, and with one-half time 
for all other periods during which they 
held Reserve commissions.” 





Strong Point. 


Tactics asks: “What is a strong point, 
as used with reference to tactical ques- 
tions: and problems?” 

Answer: It is a position in defense, 
fermed by grouping together several small- 
er elements (“combat groups,” held by 
platoons), in depth as well as in line. It 
is established by a company commander, 


and is usually garrisoned by a company . 


or part of a company, It may consist of 
entrenchments, and is generally “covered” 
br barbed-wire entanglements and flanked 
by the fire of automatic weapons. 





The Oldest Military Unit. 


Military Man asks: 
est military organization in the United 
States, and the date of its organization?” 

Answer: The Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts, 
which has an unbroken existence for 284 
years, claims the honor of being the oldest 
military organization in the United States, 
Yt was chartered March 17, 1638, as 2 
school for officers and was formed by 
gentlemen who were or had been members 
ef the Honorable Artillery’ Company of 
London, England. Capt. Robert Keayne 
of Boston was its first commander. — 

It has from the period of its organiza- 
tion been composed largely of excommis- 
sioned officers and well known men in civil 
life. Many noted officers and citizens have 
served in the company. Its meeting room 
in Boston contains many rare and valu- 
— relics of early New England military 
ife. 

In the beginning of the American Revo- 
lution the Americans had no artillery. 
While British troops had shut up the 
town of Boston so that nothing could en- 
ter or leave it, two field pieces were left 
in a gun house at the south end. 

Samuel Gore of the Artillery company 
with two others removed a board from the 
gun house one night and entering it dis- 
mounted the guns, secreted them under 2 
load. of. manure, and the British unsus- 
pectingly suffered the innocent looking 
load: to leave the town. 

It was taken to the American camp, 
where the guns were assembled and, were 
later used against the British troops. 
were christened “Hancock” and 
s.”. These guns after the war 
were given to the care of the Artillery 
company and are now a part of the Bun- 
ker Hill Monument.

The Organization Committee of the pro- 
posed Reserve Officers’ Association an- 
nounces that delegates and alternates are 
now being selected for the convention to 
be held in Washington (probably during 
the first week in October), where a per- 
manent organization will be effected. Gen- 


eral Pershing will be one of the principal 
speakers before the convention. 

The proposed association has received 
the unqualified endorsement of the War 
Department, expressed im a communica- 
tion from the Adjutant General of the 
Army, addressed to the commanding offi- 
cers of all corps areas and departments, 
and stating that “with reference to asso- 
ciations and clubs of Reserve officers and 
of Organized Reserve units in your corps 
area, similar to those now existing in the 
National Guard, you are advised that it 
is the desire of the War Department that 
we their normal growth should be 
encouraged by every appropriate means. 
~e It is the desire of the War De- 
partment that .. during the train- 
ing season . . ample time be grant- 
ed for the organization of such associa- 
tions . . . and for meetings and con- 
ventions of those already in existence.” 

The Organization Committee has ad- 
dressed a call to the chief of staff of each 
corps area requesting his active co-opera- 
tion in the selection of five delegates and 
ten alternates as representatives of non- 
divisional reserve units in his corps area. 
In view of the expressed approval of the 
War Department, it is expected that the 
association will become a powerful organ- 
ization during the training camp period.

RESERVE OFFICERS REQUEST CAMP 
FISCAL REFORMS. 


The resolutions adopted by the Reserve 
officers of the 104th Division, in training 
at Fort Douglas, Utah, demonstrate two 
things beyond the shadow of a doubt. 

The first of these is that the training 


given at Fort Douglas has been an un- 
qualified success, and the second is that 
the members of the Reserve Corps are tak- 
ing up the question of financing the train- 
ing camps in the most practicable and 
businesslike way. ‘These Reserve officers 
show that they know what they want; 
they are going after it in Congress. The 
resolutions follow : 


Reserve Officers’ Training Camp. 


Fort Douglas, Utah, July 20, 1922. 

Be it resolved by the offieers of the Reserve 
Corps of the Army of the United States in 
training camp at Fort Douglas, Utah, July 
9-23, 1922: 

First. That we, as members of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps, have been greatly benefited by 
attendance at this camp. 

Second. That we hereby express our apprecia- 
tion to the officers of this camp, the 104th 
Division, and the post for the instruction given 
us and for the courtesies extended, 

Third. That we urge all members of the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps to attend future camps of 
instruction. 

Fourth. That it is the sense of this body 
that the effectiveness of the Reserve Corps of 
the Army of the United States would be greatly 
romoted through congressional action slong the 
ollowing lines: 

(a) Fiscal provision that will enable the call- 
ing to camp each year of all members of the 
Reserve Corps, such provision to be made in 
time to allow at least fifteen days’ notice to the 
members of such camp. 

(b) Such provision to include pay and allow- 
ances of all kinds, while at camp or on other 
active duty, at the same rate as is provided for 
officers of the Regular establishment. 

(c) Provision for payment to all officers of 
the Reserve Oorps of an annual honorarium in 
a@ sum sufficient to provide necessary uniform, 
personal equipment and professional publica- 
tions. 

(d) Fiscal provision to enable the early or- 
ganization of the enlisted Reserve Corps, and 
for their attendance at future camps of in- 
struction,

BATTLE RAGES AT CAMP DIX.

Shrapnel, 
trench mortars, tanks and one-pounders 
responded, and under cover of a smoke 
screen the platoons went forward in squad 
rushes, following the barrage close up to 
the enemy trenches, where it lifted and 
enabled them to “go in.” 

Stretcher bearers and dressing sta- 
tions were in evidence, and men suffering 
from imaginary wounds were promptly 
taken eare of.

Federal employees who are commis- 
sioned in the Officers’ Reserve Corps are 
entitled to fifteen days of military leave 
when they are called to attend camps of 
instruction, according to the opinion of 
the Judge Advocate General of the Army. 

While on duty they will not only re- 
ceive their civilian pay, but the pay of 
their rank and grade in the Reserve Corps 
for the period that they exercise their 
duty. 

The time which they are serving in 
camp will not be dedueted from their an- 
nual leave when ordered to duty under 
the provisions of the act of May 12, 1917. 
This applies to the employees of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia as well as other Fed- 
eral employees.

CUSTER TRAINING ROTATES. 


The R.O.T.C. students of Knox Col- 
lege, Galesburg, Ill., wrested the Chicago 
Daily News cup for highest rating in mili- 
tary efficiency from the University of Tile 
nois cadet corps on vy d 26. The cup is 
presented annually to that school or col- 
lege in Illinois, Wisconsin or Michigan 
which makes the best showing in the ad- 
vanced course training under War De- 
partment supervision.

TRAINING FOR NAVAL RESERVE 
AVIATORS ON INACTIVE DUTY. 


The Bureau of Navigation, Navy Da 
partment, on July 28 forwarded instrue. 
tions to the commandants of naval dis. 
tricts which will govern the training of 
aviators in-the Naval Reserve. These ip. 
structions designated the Atlantic and 
Pacific Fleet air squadrons and the nava} 
air station at San Diego, Calif., as the 
units which will conduct the training of 
the pilots. Due to the limited amount of 
funds appropriated for transportation in 
connection with the training of the Re 
serves, those aviators residing in the 9th 
Naval District, headquarters at Chicago, 
and in the Southern naval districts who 
may apply for the training will be givey 
consideration by the Bureau of Naviga. 
tion if the officers concerned bear the cost 
of transportation. 

By applying to the commandants of 
their respective districts, Naval Reserve 
aviators who reside in the Bast ean se 
cure their orders for training duty with 
the air squadrons of the Atlantic Fleet, 
Upon receipt of requests for training the 
district commandants will apply to the 
Bureau of Navigation for orders for the 
pilot. 

Notice has been sent to the commandant 
of the 11th Naval District, with head- 
quarters at San Diego, to arrange with 
the commandants of the 12th and 13th 
Naval Districts, which comprise the west 
coast, for this training with the Pacifie 
Fleet air squadrons and at the naval air 
station, San Diego. 

Owing to the limited facilities which 
are available, the Navy Department hay 
authorized that the period of training to 
commissioned officers who are aviators be 
of fifteen days’ duration. This will pro- 
vide training: for twenty officers at the 
same time, and they will be divided as 
follows: 

Bight officers will be attached to the 
U.S.S. Wright with the Atlantic Fleet 
air forces: eight officers will be attached to 
the U.S.S. Aroostook with the Pacifie 
Fleet air squadrons, and four officers will 
be sent to the naval air station at San 
Diego. ‘These classes will be maintained 
for an indefinite period, and the Navy De 
partment is hopeful that a sufficient num- 
bér of Reservists who are eligible for this 
training will submit their applications so 
that this class of twenty officers may be 
kept at its full strength during the con- 
tinuance of the order. 


The itinerary of the Atlantic Fleet 
air squadrons is as follows: From Aug. 7 
to Aug. 20, Newport, R.I.; Aug. 21 to 
Oct. 29, Hampton Roads, Va. The Air 
forces of the Pacific Fleet will be sta- 
tioned at San Diego from July 1 te 
Sept. 10.

COAT-OF-ARMS ADOPTED 
BY THE 6TH U.S. CAVALRY. 


The 6th Cavalry has officially adopted a 
coat of arms. ‘This is the culmination of 
a movement first started about the end of 
December, 1909, while the regiment was 
on board the U.S.A.T. Sheridan returning 
from its second tour of duty in the Philip- 
pine Islands. A committee, of which Brig. 
Gen. Grote Hutcheson (then a captain, 
commanding Troop M), .was chairman, 
sitbmitted a design which was accepted; 
and shortly after the arrival of the regi- 
ment at Fort Des Moines, a die was made 
which afterwards was lost. This design 
contained symbolical reference to the regi- 
ment’s participation in the Civil a 
Spanish Wars, the Philippine Insurrec- 
tion, and the Boxer campaign, and had for 
a crest a horse’s head, with the motto, 
“Ducit amor Patriae.” Strangely enough 
ne copy of this design can be found, nor 
can any exact detail be recalled by those 
who were concerned .in its genesis. 

Shortly after the return of the regi- 
ment from France, in 1919, Col. Frederick 
Foltz took steps to secure a copy of this 
first coat of arms; and failing to find one, 
set about to secure the adoption of an- 
other. The assistance of the Heraldic 
Section of the War Department was re 
quested, with the result that a coat 0 
arms finally was adopted which may be 
deseribed as follows: 

“A blue shield bearing a yellow unicorn, 
rampant.” Motto: “Ducit Amor Patriae 
(Love of country leads us).’ 

The unicorn is the accepted heraldic 
symbol of energy, ability and courage 45 
ecnnoted by the Cavalry arm, and has 
special reference to the regiment’s valor 
ous action at Fairfield at the opening 
the battle of Gettysburg, where the reg} 
ment greatly distinguished itself, by held- 
ing two brigades of Stuart’s Cavalry 
and was literally cut to pieces in the 
process.

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Article VII. 
REGIMENTAL COATS-OF-ARMS. 


Regimental coats-of-arms are very in- 
teresting things and in general they con- 
sist of three parts just as do family coats- 
of-arms. A crest—the name tells the 
story, the device which the knight wore on 
the top of of his helmet, as did King 
Henry the White Plume of Navarre, and 
iz the illuminating of a coat-of-arms the 
crest is always placed above and on a 
wreath or twist of the colors. 

Beneath the crest is drawn the shield 
and its name also fully describes what it 
is. The knight was fully encased in armor 
and as his face could not be seen, in order 
that friend might be told from foe, the

device of his house was painted on his 
shield and in times of ceremony, when he 
wore a mantle or cloak the device shown 
on the shield was embroidered on the coat, 
hence the name coat-of-arms. The third 
element of a coat-of-arms is the motto, 
which is usually displayed on a ribbon be- 
neath the shield. 

Many of the National Guard regiments 
have traditions and fighting records which 
are inspiring and these records are rapidly 
being put into true heraldic expression. 
Yhe first Cavalry regiment of the Guard 
to complete its arms is the lst New Jer- 
sey, or, as it is now called, the 102d Cav- 
s)ry, but whose old name was the Bssex 
Troop. 

As previously noted all of the Guard 
regiments in one state bear the same crest. 
Thus the crest of the 102d is a lion’s head 
with four red diamonds for a collar. New 
Jersey goes back to its days as a Dutch 
and then an English colony; both the 
Duteh and English arms bore lions and 
Sin George Carteret was the original pro- 
prietor-governor and his arms bore the 
feur diamonds. The regiment being Cav- 
alry the shield is made yellow or gold and 
on the shield is told the story of the life 
of the organization. The original Essex 
Troop was formed in 1890 and mustered 
into the New Jersey National Guard in 
18938. It enjoyed the usual life of a Guard 
regiment, developed a fine spirit, took part 
in the various inaugural parades, went to 
camp and had some rather unpleasant but 
efficient riot duty. In 1916 it went to the 
Mexican border and in 1917 was ordered 
io Sea Girt for the big war. Here, after 
thinking it was going to continue to be 
Cavalry, the usual thing happened and it 
was converted into the 104th Milita 
Police of the 29th Division. As the 104t 
it got overseas, did its part in Haute Al- 
sace and in the Meuse-Argonne. The shield 
tells this story. 

On the Cayalry yellow is the old crest 
which .the Essex Troop bore for years, a 
horse’s head’ in blue. and on the upper 
portion of the shield are two red fieur- 
de-lis in commemoration of the Alsace and 
Argonne service of the 104th. The motto 
is the old motto of the Bssex Troop, 
“Faith and Fortitude.” 

The regiment chose to commemorate its 
cld name on the middle panel of the name 
scroll on its standard, which reads “102d 
-—Essex Troop, N.J.—Cavalry.” 

The arms of the 102d are good from 
évery standpoint. The color combinations 
are simple and good. The heraldic law of 
color on metal and metal on color (yellow 
(gold) and white (silver) are metals) is 
based on the optical law of visibility, for 
it is readily seen. White on yellow is 
nearly invisible and red on blue blends into 
a purple’ splotch, but red on white, or 
yellow en blue is very clear and pleasing. 
In heraldry color must not be placed on 
célor ‘or métal on metal, but color on 
metal or metal on color. . Also in the arms 
of the 102d the history of the regiment is 
well illustrated, the arms of the service by 
the yellow shield, the old Essex Troop by

Article IX. 
THE AUTOMATIC PISTOL. 


The pistol is the one Infantry weapon 
used in all the companies of the Infantry 
regiment. It is carried by all of the offi- 
cers of the regiment and by some of the 
enlisted personnel in the rifle companies, 
the machine gun companies, the regimen- 
tal and battalion headquarters companies, 
and the service company. Its general use 
among these Infantry units makes proper 
training with it incumbent upon the In- 
fantry officer and soldier. 

This pistol is made up of three main 
parts, the receiver, the barrel, and the 
slide. It is recoil operated. The force of 
recoil drives the slide and barrel back- 
ward together. A downward movement of 
the barrel then unlocks it from the slide, 
which continues its backward movement 
alone, opening the breech, cocking the 
hammer, and compressing the recoil spring. 
During this backward movement the empty 
skell is extracted by the extractor and 
thrown out by the ejector. 

The slide having reached its rearmost 
pesition, the pressure of the recoil spring 
drives it forward again. During this re- 
turn movement it carries a fresh cartridge 
from the magazine into the chamber. The 
hammer remains cocked and the pistol is 
ready to fire. 

The trigger pressure must be released 
after each shot in order that the trigger 
may re-engage. : 

Like rifle firing pistol firing is purely a 
mechanical operation that any man who 
is physically and mentally fit to be a sol- 
Gier can learn to do well if properly in- 
structed. 


The Trigger Squeeze. 


The principles of good shooting are 
simple and easy to learn except the trig- 
ger squeeze, which is difficult to apply to 
a loaded pistol. To this important item, 
most of the instructor’s time will be de- 
vcted during the period of range practice. 


Rules for Safety. 


Before ball ammunition is issued the 
soldier must know the essential rules for 
safety with the pistol. The following rules 
will be taught as soon as the recruit is 
sufficiently familiar with the pistol to un- 
derstand them. They should be enforced 
by constant repetition and coaching until 
their observance becomes the _ soldier’s 
fixed habit when handling the pistol. When 
units carrying the pistol are first formed, 
the officer or non-commissioned officer in 
charge will cause the men to execute “In- 
spection pistol.” 

(a). Execute “Unload” every time the 
pistol is picked up for any purpose. Never 
trust your memory. Consider the pistol 
as loaded until you have proved it other- 
wise. 

(b). Always unload the pistol if it is 
to be left where some one else may handle 
it. 

(c). Always point the pistol up when 
spapping it after examination. “Keep the 
hammer down when the pistol is not 
loaded. 

(d). Never place the finger within the 
trigger guard until you intend to fire or to 
snap for practice. 

(e). Never point the pistol at anyone 
you do not intend to shoot, nor in a direc- 
tion where an accidental discharge may do 
harm. On the range, do not snap for 
practice while standing back of the firing 


ine. 

(f). Before loading the pistol, draw 
baek the slide and look through the bore 
to see that it is free from obstruction. 

(g). On the range, do not insert a 
loaded magazine until the time for firing. 

(h). Never turn around at the firing 
point while you have a loaded pistol in 
your hand because, by so doing, you may 
point it at the man firing alongside of you. 

(i). Do not load the pistol with a cart- 
ridge in the chamber until immediate use 
is anticipated. If there is any delay, lock 
the pistol and only unlock it while extend- 
ing the arm to fire. Do not lower the 
hammer on a loaded cartridge; the pistol 
is much safer cocked and locked. A man 
with small hands must be very careful in 
lewering the hammer with ons hand. 

(j). In reducing a jam, first remove the 
magazine. 

(k). To remove a cartridge. not fired, 
first remove the magazine and then ex- 
trect the cartridge from the chamber by 
drawing back the slide. 

(1). In campaign the pistol should be 


. carried with a fully loaded magazine in 


the socket, chamber empty, hammer down. 
The extra magazines should also be fully 
loaded. — 

(m.) When the pistol is carried in the 


kolster, loaded, cocked, and locked, the 
butt of the pistol should be rotated away 
from the body when drawing the pistol in 
order ‘to ayoid displacing the safety lock. 

(n). Mounted men should : ever, under 
any circumstances, use both hands on the 
reins when the pistol is drawn. 

(0). Safety devices should be frequently 
tested. A safety device is a danger if it 
does not work when expected. 

T'est of Safety Lock.—Cock the ham- 
mer, and then press the safety lock up- 
ward into the safe position. Grasp the 
stock so that the grip safety is depressed 
and squeeze the trigger three or four 
times. If the hammer falls, the safety 
lock is not safe and must be repaired. 

Test of Grip Safety—Cock the ham- 
mer, and being careful not to depress the 
grip safety, squeeze the trigger three or 
four times. If the hammer falls the grip 
safety is not safe and must be repaired. 

Test of Half-cock Notch.—Draw 
the hammer until the sear engages the 
half-cock notch and squeeze the trigger. 
If the hammer falls, the hammer or sear 
must be replaced or repaired. Draw the 
hammer back nearly to full cock and then 
let it go. It should fall only to half cock. 

Test of Disconnector.—Shove the slide 
one-quarter inch to the rear; hold slide in 
that position and squeeze the trigger. Let 
the slide go forward, maintaining the pres- 
sure on the trigger. If the hammer falls 
the disconnector is worn on top and must 
be replaced. Pull the slide all the way to 
the rear and engage the slide stop. Squeeze 
the trigger, and at the same time release 
the slide. The hammer should not fall. 
Release the pressure on the trigger and 
then. squeeze it. The hammer should then 
fall. The disconnector prevents the re- 
lease of the hammer unless the slide and 
barrel are in the forward position safely 
interlocked. It also prevents more than 
one shot following each squeeze of the 
trigger. 





Chemical Warfare 














Article ITI. 


THE PROTECTION OF THE INDIVIDUAL 
AGAINST CHEMICAL AGENTS. 


The second battle of Ypres had been in 
progress eight days when, on April 22, 
1915, the first use of a chemical agent in 
modern warfare was made by the Ger- 
mans in the vicinity of Ypres. 

The breeze carried the cloud into the 
Allied lines. Without knowledge of what 
this new weapon was that was being used 
against them and with their comrades 
siricken by its mysterious action, terror 
spread through the ranks, especially 
among the colored troops of the French 
colonials, and a panic followed. which 
spread even to the rear lines. The Ger- 
mans advanced behind this cloud, but 
for some unknown reason failed to take 
tvull advantage of the situation they 
had created. Had they known the effect of 
their gas and had they taken advantage of 
it they could undoubtedly have won their 
race to the sea, a most important objec- 
tive of the German army at that time. 

Dr. Haber, the chemical adviser to the 
German army and the instigator of gas 
warfare, states that at the time of this 
first gas attack the Germans had no pro- 
tection except for a small cloth pad soaked 
in sodium thiosulphate, the hypo solution 
of photographers. The Allies, of course, 
had no protection whatever. 


Protection Is Necessary. 


Immediately after the first gas attack 
an appeal was made to the women of Eng- 
land by Lord Kitchener for pads of cot- 
ton wool covered with cheese. cloth or veil- 
ing which, soaked in chemicals that would 
destroy chlorine, were to be tied over the 
face. In an ineredibly short time these 
were supplied to the army and the next 
attacks found the British troops reason- 
ably well protected against the rather low 
concentrations of gas then used. These 
pads, however, were only a makeshift and 
were followed by the hypo helmet, a flan- 
nel bag soaked in neutralizing chemicals 
and fitted with a film of mica as an eye- 
piece. 

Early Types of Masks. 


The helmet or bag type of mask, how- 
ever, was not satisfactory and an effort 
made to provide~- more comfort and in- 
creased protection resulted in the adop- 
tion of the box respirator so familiar to 
all who served during the war, either in 
this country or in Franée. Many will 
question the greater comfort of the respi- 
rator used by our troops, which was pat- 
terned after the British small box respi- 
rator, for with its big rubber meuth-piece. 
tight nose-clip and eye-pieces that became 
dim after a few minutes’ use, it was any- 
thing but a joy to wear it, although none. 
can question the protection given to the 
face and lungs of the wearer. 

The close of the war, however, saw the 
deyelopment of a respirator in which were 
eliminated most of the defects of the ear- 
lier type. This mask, called the Ameri- 
can Tissot, combined the portability and 
ruggedness of the British S.B.R. with the 
features of clear vision and comfort of 
the French Tissot mask which did away 
with the mouth piece and nose-clip. Fur-

About a half mile east of Port Jervis 
the machine was observed to shoot down- 
ward in a sheet of flame, and when peo- 
ple reached it, the machine was burning 
and the bodies of the men were found 
charred beyond recognition. 

There are two theories as to the cause 
of the accident—one that a wing strut 
broke, the other that Lieutenant Lyons 
attempted to climb too suddenly. Whether 
the gasoline tank exploded before the 
crash has not been established. 

The JN4H which Lieutenant Lyons 
was flying is considered one of the most 
serviceable and dependable ever turned out 
by the Curtiss Company. The only arti- 
cle that escaped unscathed in the accident 
was Lieutenant Lyons’s watch. It had 
stopped at 8:20. Lieutenant Lyons, who 
was a qualified pilot, was twenty-seven 
years of age and single. His father, 
James H. Lyons, is a locomotive engineer 
on the Erie Railroad. Mr. Altemeier, 
twenty-one, was the son of A. P. Alte- 
meier, postmaster of Port Jervis.

Pour new States Recognized. 


The recognition by the United States, 
through the State Department, of four new 
nations has been one of the chief topics of 
interest to the diplomatic set during the past 
week. Albania, Esthonia, Lattvia, and Lithu- 
ania have been accorded the status of inde- 
pendent states in their relations with the 
American Government. 

To just what extent this will add to the 
personnel of the Diplomatic and Consular Ser- 
vice is not at present known. Nor has it 
been divulged whether or not it is the inten- 
tion of this Government to set up a separate 
diplomatic establishment in each one of the 
new nations. At present we have consular 
representation in Reval, Esthonia, Riga, Latt- 
via, and Kovno, Lithuania. There is no dip- 
lomatic or ronsular representation in Albania 
at present. 

he movement on the part of the three Baltic 
states, Esthonia, Lattvia and ithuania, to 
secure recognition from the United States began 
in this country about the middle of 1918, fol- 
lowing the declarations of President Wilson in 
support of the principle of self-determination 
and the rights of small nations. Receiving littie 
encouragement from the White House in sup- 
port of their claims to recognition, the repre- 
sentatives of these countries approached Con- 
gress, whence they experienced more gratifying 
results. Senator Lodge introduced a resolution 
in their favor, and Representative La Guardia 
attempted to secure appropriations to send min- 
isters to the three countries, which, of course, 
would have been tantamount to recognition had 
his efforts prevailed. But little of a tangible 
nature was secured prior to the official an- 
nouncement of recognition July 27 last. 

The State Department gave as its primary 
reason for recognition the fact that the three 
countries had maintained an established form 
of government for some years. It is quite evi- 
dent from the attitude which the Secretary of 
State has taken ever since he assumed office 
that he was rather pessimistic as to the proba- 
bility of Russia’s qualifying for sisterhood 
among nations in the very near future. The 
State Department under Colby had intimated 
that it would consider these small countries 
somewhat in the nature of international wards 
until such time as the conditions in Russia 
might justify their reincorporation by that power. 
One cannot refrain from commenting on the 
fact that the United States was the last to 
recognize the Baltic states, whereas in other 
days we were among the first to espouse the 
cause of states set up as these were. 

Another matter but lightly touched upon in 
the news announcing recognition of these Baltic 
states was the fact that their position as bu 
states had no small part in influencing the State 
Department in their favor. This would indi- 
cate that some value is given to the arrange- 
ments of European powers made with a view 
to militaristic as aes and that the present 
Administration in Washington has not by 
pacifist and loose-lipped propaganda been weaned 
from practical considerations with respect 
the possibilities of future wars in Europe. The 
recognition of the Baltic states was good diplo-

NAVY DEPARTMENT INSTRUCTIONS RE- 
GARDING DEPENDENCY OF MOTHER. 


The Navy Department, in response to a 
suggestion of the Comptroller General, has 
issued instructions to pay officers respecting 
the mini requir ts tending to estab- 
lish the dependency of the mother of an officer 
under Sec. 4 of the act of June 10, 1922, and 
entitling him to the increased allowances pay- 
able under other sections of the act, which 
disbursing officers are warranted in accepting 
for crediting of the allowances monthly to the 
officer. 

The execution of an affidavit by the mother 
of the officer is required in which the facts 
of her situation and her dependence on the 
officer are set forth in some detail, including 
a statement as to the value of the average 
monthly contributions made to her or for her 
benefit by the officer, and the source and 
average monthly value of income, or other 
elements entering into the cost of living, re 
ceiving. otherwise; and the execution of an 
affidavit by a disinterested person setting 
forth the affiant’s knowledge of the relation- 
ship of the ies, the dependency of the 
mother and the sid of the officer. The in-

..‘‘Imw both. affidavits information called for 
is the minimum which the disbursing officer is 
authorized to accept in crediting the increased 
rental and subsistence allowance; as a guide 
to disbursing officers in determining whether 
or not the facts, as stated in the affidavit, 
really substantiate the fact that the mother 
is chiefly dependent upon her son for t 
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state of facts as just “disctssed, or where 
other reasons create a t as to whether 
dependency in fact exists the disbursing off. 
cer ‘shall submit the matter for decision by 
the Comptroller General in the usual man- 
ner,’ If this is intended as a direction that 
all such cases shall be submitted for advance 
decision, it is to be said that it does not

© or other elements received independ- 
ently of officer) is less than the amount in 
f’ (average monthly value of contributions 
of officers). Where this condition does not 
exist, or where for any reason the disbursing 
officer is not satisfied that the facts of de- 
Pendency warrant the credit of increased 


rental and subsistence allowance, he shall 
submit the matter for decision by the Comp- 
troller General in the usual manner.’’ 


In passing on the proposed instructions, the 
Comptroller General said: 

“*The statute recognizes that in some cases 
the mother of an officer not having a wife or 
children under 21, may be dependent upon the 
officer, and Sec. 4 provides that the term 
‘dependent’ as used in other sections’ of the 
act ‘shall also include the mother of the offi- 
cer provided she is in fact dependent on him 
for her chief support.’ 

‘It may be stated generally that in any 
case where the income and the value of other 
elements entering into the cost of living ex- 
penses_ regularly received by the mother from 
other sources is greater than the value of the 
contributions received from the officer, the 
mother is not dependent upon the officer for 
her chief support. 

‘*‘The statute does not contemplate that 
such officer. who occasienaliy contributes, 
whether gratuitously or necessarily, toward 
the living exp of a ther, but who is 
not the mother’s primary and chief support 
to the exclusion of other possible sources, 
shall receive the increased allowances. 

‘*In any case where the major portion of 
the means of livelihood of the mother is re- 
ceived from other sources, she is not depend- 
ent upon the officer for her chief support. 

‘It is observed that the instructions direct 
that when cases are presented which show a 








appear necessary to a proper carrying out of 
the requirements of this office, 

**While the allowances in proper cases 
should be credited monthly, doubtful cases, 
dependent for their validity upon the ascer-. 
tainment of facts, arising under these pro- 
visions of law are not entitled to more prompt 
payment than are doubtful claims arising un- 
der other laws. 

‘*A@vance decisions are primarily for de- 
termination of questions of law, and are ren- 
dered in many cases on an assumed state of 
facts for the purpose of laying down rules or 
general principles for the guidance of officers 
of the Government, it is seldom that addi- 
tional evidence is called for or required in 
connection with a submission for advance de- 
cision. The provision for advance decisions 
to disbursing officers was designed to provide 
an audit by this office in advance of payment 
by a disbursing officer. 

‘*The cases here in question depend for 
their validity upon facts and facts only, which 
are necessarily different. in each and every 
case. 

**When an account for allowances claimed 
because of a dependent mother is presented 
to a disbursing officer and as presented does 
not contain facts sufficient to establish the 
facts of dependency as herein and heretofore 
defined, the officer presenting the account 
should be instructed to present the account as 
a claim to the Navy Department division of 
this office fer settlement. Such additional 
evidence as may be necessary to settle the 
claim will be called for by that division and 
the claim settled.on its merits; and the rights 
of the officer as well as those of the Govern- 
ment will be fully protected. 

‘‘Otherwise than as herein indicated, no 
objection is made to the amendment of the 
instructions proposed.’’

tions having to do with military or naval 
matters will be answered in thie department as 
soon as possible after their receipt, or, lacking 
space, by mail, provided a stamped, self-ad- 
dressed envelope is sent. Communications must 
in all cases be signed, giving the correct name 
and address of the inquirer. 


I enlisted in 1917 and was 
made a sergeant of Field Artillery. Was later 
commissioned a temporary officer. Recently re- 
enlisted. Is there a law under which when 
retire I may have the rank of warrant officer? 

Answer: No. The pay of warrant officer re- 
tired is given to enlisted men retired prior to 
March 3, 1921, who held commissions during 
the World War. Neither the rank nor the pay 
of warrant officer is given to others on account 
of temporary World War commissions. 

A. 8. S.—In the reduction process of the 
warrant officers, A.M.P.S. to 40, they will be 
discharged within sixty days from June 30. 
They will not receive a year’s pay; just trans- 
portation to the point of inception. Trans- 
portation for dependents will not be included. 

A. B. asks! Does a man serving in confine- 
ment have to make up that time served in con- 
finement? I know that G.O. 45 and A.W.O.L. 
time has to be made up. 

Answer: An enlistment shall not be regarded 
as complete until the soldier shall have made 
good any time in excess of one day lost by un- 
authorized absences, or on account of disease

“(a) An officer drawing rental allowance 
goes on a status of absent without leave or 
sick not in line of duty. Does he lose his 
rights to rental allowance as provided by 
the above-mentioned act while on a non- 
pay status? Does the fact that the officer 
has dependents who are not occupying pub- 
lie quarters have any bearing on the mat- 
ter?” 
Sec, 1265, Revised Sta‘utes, in part: 
“Officers when absent . . . without leave 
they shall forfeit all pay during such absence, 
unless the absence is excused as unavoidable.” 
An officer’s comp tion ists of his 
ay and allowances, the allowances being either 
fh kind or their money value. Ordinarily when 
an officer is on a non-pay status by reason of 
not rendering the services required of him he 
would not be entitled to any part of the com- 
pensation, including the money value of the 
allowances. Otherwise, notwithstanding he was 
not rendering service, he would receive a portion 
of the compensation of his office. The pro- 
vision of the law that an officer “shall be at all 
times” entitled to the money allowance for rental 
of quarters if public quarters are not available, 
is limited by the phrase immediately following: 
“In addition to his pay.” f the allowance ac- 
erued when not in a pay status it would not 
be in addition to his pay, no pay accruing. For 
the same reason he would not be entitled to 
the money allowance for rental of quarters when 
absent from duty for any of the causes stated 
in the proviso contained in the act of April 
27, 1914, 38 Stat., also 1 Comp. 
Gen., 105. This question is answered affirma- 
tively, and the fact that the officer has de- 
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pendents not occupying public quarters does m 
affect the question; any provision seemingly 
their behalf found in the law is dependent @ 
the officer's rights. 

“(b) An officer relieved from duty at hig 
permanent station, ordered to temporary sta: 
tion where quarters are available. Is 
entitled to rental allowance if dependents 
do not elect to occupy such quarters? Ig 
this connection it is remarked the Goverm 
ment makes no allowance for the transpor. 
tation of the family or household goods of 
an officer on temporary change of station,” 


The money allowance for rental of quarter 


is payable only “if public quarters are 
available.” If, therefore, public quarters 
available at the temporary station, the offigs 
having been relieved from his permanent ta 


tion, there is no right to the money allowg 
for quarters when, at the only place he 
claim quarters, public quarters are avail 
for assignment to him. And his rights are 
affected by the fact that the officer’s on!

The question is answered in the negative. 
should be remarked, also, that the law gi 
neither to the dependents nor to the offig 
the privilege of election between available quar.

| “(c) An officer having dependents is re- 
lieved from duty in the United States and 
ordered to a foreign station. He and his 
dependents journey on a c>mmercial liner, 
cost of transportation for himself and de.

Is he entitled to rental allowance while

Such quarters as are necessary for the office: 
and his dependents in the situation described ara 
furnished at the expense of the United States, 
and, within the meaning of the law, it must be 
held that these quarters are public quarters: 
that is, quarters provided by the United States 
and the money allowance for rental of quarters 
would not accrue. It may be said as a generil 
proposition that the law does not contemplats 
providing quarters in substance and at thd 
same time paying the rental allowance. Quar 
ters in this respect are not to be understood ag 
limited to accommodations in structures of 
United States. This question answered ji 
the negative. 


“(d) An officer without dependents trav- 
eling under identical conditions as described 
in (c). Is he entitled to rental allow- 
ance while traveling?”’ 

For reasons given in answer to question 
this question is answered in the negative. 

““(e) Is phrase ‘public quarters’ as used 
in fourth line of Sec, 6, mentioned above, 
interpreted to mean personal commutation 
for officer as used in acts of March 2, 1907, 
and March 4, 1915, which are repealed by 
act approved June 10, 1922, or is it inter- 
preted to mean full allowance of quarters 
as of grade held by the officer? For ex- 
ample: An unmarried officer has a depend- 
ent mother for whom no quarters are avail- 
able at his permanent. station. Is.he en- 
titled to rental allowance or does the fact 
he is furnished one room for his personal 
use preclude such payment?”’

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER 
GENERAL. 


The statutes providing additional pay fon 
sharpshooters do not give a qualificant a vested 
right to the extra pay to end of enlistmeni 
regardless of change in War Department regu 
lations, as ‘‘a contract of enlistment is a ‘con 
tract in’ law’ that becomes subject to existing 
law and regulations and changes therein,’ 
says the Comptroller General, in the case 0 
a man who enlisted in 1915, qualified as sharp 
shooter in 1915, as marksman only in 1914 
and made no additional qualifications subse 
quent to 1917. The claimant having failed tq 
requalify as sharpshooter June 30, 1917, ig 
accordance with regulations then in force, h4 
is not entitled to pay of sharpshooter afte 
that date, and having failed to requalify 4 
marksman within one year after his qualif 
cation as marksman on June 30, 1917, he i 
not entitled to pay as marksman after Jun 
30, 1918. 

A man who enlisted in the Army May 16 
1918, at Kansas City, Mo., for the emergency 
was honorably discharged March 10, 1919, a 
Picatinny Arsenal, his station at that time 
Under the act of Feb. 28, 1919, travel pay 
(five cents per mile) to his home was payable 
Prior to discharge claimant was given the op 
tion of being sent to a specified camp for dis 
charge or of being discharged at Picatinny 
Arsenal, in order that he might accept a pos! 
tion as civilian guard. The Auditor disallowet 
his claim for travel pay, stating that ‘‘claiman 
was discharged for his own convenience.’’ Th 
Comptroller overrules the Auditor, saying 
‘‘The man was given no option whether h 
should be discharged but rather a choice © 
places. His discharge was caused by the ne 
cessity during the period of demobilization © 
reducing the enlisted force to conform wit 
the authorized strength, and as the enlistmen 
was only for the emergency, his contract 9 
enlistment expired or was fulfilled on the dat 
of discharge. Had claimant accepted the othe 
alternative and been discharged at the desig 
nated camp he would have been entitled t 
travel allowance from that place. The exey 
cise of option by the discharged man for 
own advantage does not defeat his right jo :
